MPs back Prescott over ‘old values’

CABINET MINISTERS and MPs 
lined up yesterday behind the 
call by John Prescott and Gor- 
don Brown for the Govern- 
ment to return to “ traditional” 
Labour values. 

More than half a dozen min- 
isters and scores of back- 
benchers are understood to 
have welcomed the shift in 
direction after the resignation 
of Peter Mandeison. 

The most senior min is ter to 
come out publicly behind Mr

Prescott was Margaret Beckett, 
Leader of the House, who sug- 
gested that the Chancellor may 
bring forward investment plans 
to combat the threat of unem- 
ployment next year. 

In what some MPs de- 
scribed as a “bloodless coup”, 
opponents of Mr Mandelson's 
aggressive New Labour pro- 
gramme seized their chance 


while Tbny Blair was on holiday 
in the Seychelles. 

Calls for greater intervention 
in the economy and an end to 
close links with the Liberal 
Democrats reached a new in- 
tensity as the party took in 
the full impact of the Deputy 
Prime Minister's new alliance 
with the Chancellor 

Mr Prescott's call for 
“Keynesian” economics and 
more "substance" in govern- 
ment policy - in an interview in 


yesterday's Independent - 
reverberated through West- 
minster as it became clear that 
the more unpopular elements 
of the New Labour “project” 
face the axe. 

Downing Street moved to 
play down divisions yesterday 
and Mr Blair used his new year 
message to reassure voters 
that the New Labour pro- 
gramme was still on track. But 
after the loss of Mr Mandeison, 
the Prime Minister is facing stri- 


dent calls to ditch his co-oper- 
ation pact with Faddy Ashdown. 
The Lib-Lab deal infuriated 
many in the party as it offered 
the prospect of Liberal Demo- 
crats having a say in key policies 
such as health and education. 

“Tony is looking increasing- 
ly isolated on the links with the 
Liberals. There is a new mood 
around and Prescott embodies 
it" said a senior party source. 

Mr Prescott today issues his 
own new year message stress- 


ing that Labour should be “stay- 
ing true to its traditional values 
of social justice, strong com- 
munities and improving oppor- 
tunity for all”. He continues: “W? 
have a record to be proud of, so 
let’s get our message across to 
ordinary people, so they know 
what we are achieving.'’ 

Ken Jackson, general sec- 
retary of the AEU engineering 
union, normally a staunch sup- 
porter of New Labour policies, 
also praised Mr Prescott's 


initiative. "Our members need 
real policies, not flashy pre- 
sentation. Their jobs won't be 
saved by spin. 1 ' he said. "The 
clear majority of party mem- 
bers have no interest in hopping 
into bed with the nearest Lib- 
eral It's time to get back to our 
real priorities on health, edu- 
cationandjobs. TO? shouldn't be 
trying to forge new' links with the 
Liberals because history shows 
that they do us no favours.” 

In his new year message. 


believed to have been brought 
forward to reassert his 
authority, Mr Blair says: “Of 
course, from time to time, the 
Government - like any - will 
suffer knocks ... But they come 
and they go. What stays is the 
sense of national purpose. 
What stays is the manifesto on 
which the Government was 
elected, a programme for re- 
form and renewal. A pro- 
gramme which, line fiy line, we 
are putting in place.” 


Wall of 
snow 
kills 
four 
•on 
Scots 
peak

THE BODIES of four climbers 
killed in the worst avalanche dis- 
aster in the Scottish Highlands 
were recovered yesterday. 

Three others from the party 
of Venture Scouts survived de- 
spite being buried alive for al- 
most 16 hours in freezing snow 
before rescuers reached them 
in the early hours of yesterday. 

Last night, questions were 
be og asked as to why the ex- 
.-•fc/ition at Aonaeh Mor in the 
shadow of Ben Nevis took place 
despite serious warnings of an 
avalanche. 

Donald Dewar the Secretary 
of State for Scotland, said that 
a detailed investigation would

be carried ouL He added: "The 
loss of four young lives is a ter- 
rible reminder that Scotland's 
mountains - so often celebrat- 
ed for their beauly - hold a 
treacherous partnership with 
the weather." 

Mountain rescue experts de- 
scribed their astonishment that 
three of the party bad survived 


being entombed for so long 
under more than 3ft of ice. The 
perceived knowledge on staying 
alive through such a huge 
avalanche would now have to be 
changed, they said. 

A hand sticking out through 
the snow, caught in the torch 
beam of one ofthe rescue party 
led to the survivors being found. 


They were taken down by a ski 
lilt to hospital at Fbrt William 
where they were found not to 
have suffered serious injuries. 
It is believed the climbers man- 
aged to dig air pockets in the 
snow covering them. One told 
how she breathed through her 
hand to stop choking. 

The climbers were all from 


Kent and had known each other 
for years. AD six were members 
of the Dartford Scout Fellow- 
ship, having been dose friends 
since joining the Scouts and 
then Venture Scouts as young- 
sters. They were all described 
last night as “fun-loving" peo- 
ple who lived life to the full 
The dead were named as 


Emma Ray, 29, and Paul Hop- 
kins, 26. from Wilmington; and 
Matthew Lewis, 28, and Ian Ed- 
wards, 30, both from Dartford. 
The survivors are Steven New- 
ton, 24, from Dartford: Sarah 
Finch, 25, of Longfield; and 
their local guide Roger Wild 
from Fort William. 

Mr Wild the instructor, is 


one of the country’s most ex- 
perienced mountaineers and 
ran his own school He is also 
a member of the Lochaber 
Mountain Rescue Tteam. 

The area had been battered 
by a force 9 gale and the Scot- 
tish Avalanche Information 
Service had issued a category 
3 warning for the area, signify- 


ing a ** substantial risk” of an 
avalanche when the party set 
off on Tuesday morning for the 
4,006ft Aonaeh Mor 

At about 3£00ft they were en- 
gulfed by a wall of cascading 
snow. Mr Wild's wife raised the 
alarm after he failed to return 
by 10.30pm on Tuesday.

It is likely that senior flgures 
in John Hume’s Social Demo- 


cratic and Labour Party were 
approached, but refused be- 
cause they entailed recognition 
of “the British Empire*'. 

John de Chastelain. the 
Canadian general who co- 
chaired the peace talks, receives 
a Companion of Honour and 
Quentin Thomas, the civil 
servant who first made secret 
contact with the IRA under Mr 
Major’s administration, receives 
a knighthood. 

Ronnie Flanagan, the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary's chief con- 


stable, also becomes a knight 
The list indudes high achiev- 
ers from sport, show business 
and industry, but puts a strong 
emphasis on more "ordinary" 
public servants in schools, the 
NHS and community groups. 

Robert Carlyle, the actor 
who starred in the hit films 
Trainspotting and The Full 
Monty, receives an OBE, as do 
the pop singers Dusty Spring- 
field and Tom Jones. 

Lenny Henry, the comedian 
and Comic Relief founder; gets 


a fcBE, together with actress 
Maureen Lipman and the for- 
me* James Bond, Roger Moore. 

There is a knighthood for 
Frank Williams, the Formula 
One motor-racing team boss, 
and MBEs for the boxer Prince 
Naseem Hamed and the snook- 
er star Jimmy White. 

Nigel Hawthorne, the actor 
who played Sir Humphrey in 
TV’s Yes Minister, is knighted, 
as is Nicholas Serota, director 
of the Tate Gallery.

Hostages tell of agony 


BRITAIN AND Australia are to 
demand an explanation from the 
Yemeni government after 
claims by survivors of a disas- 
trous rescue attempt that its 
troops opened fire first, result- 
ing in the deaths of four tourists. 

Survivors of the drama told 
yesterday how they were used 
as human shields by their Is- 
lamic extremist kidnappers 
after government forces 
stormed their hide-out in al- 
Wadea, 175 miles south of the 
capital Sanaa, on Tuesday.

Victor Henderson, the 
British ambassador, was due to 
meet the Yemeni Prime Minis- 
ter and Interior Minister last 
night to seek an explanation for 
the forces’ actions. The Yeme- 
nis had said earlier that they 
acted only after the kidnappers 
began killing hostages. Before 
the attack, Mr Henderson had 
insisted that no violence or 
rescue attempt should be 
made. 


The Australian Prime Min- 
ister, John Howard, said his 
government would “vigorously” 
pursue the Yemeni govern- 
ment to discover what led to the 
two-hour gun battle in which 
three Britons, Ruth Williamson, 
34. Margaret Whitehouse. 52. 
and Peter Rowe, 60, and Aus- 
tralian Andrew Thirsk, 35, died.

Brown misses 
launch of euro 


THE CHANCELLOR, Gordon 
Brown, will not attend today's 
ministerial meeting to launch 
the euro, the Treasury said 
yesterday, adding that the event 
is purely "procedural”. 

Instead Britain will be rep- 
resented by Sir Stephen WaK 
its ambassador to the EU, 
when finance ministers gather 
in Brussels. 

The event wfil include the 
announcement of the exchange 
rates of the li currencies tak- 
ing part in the euro, which be- 
gins life tomorrow. Signing of 
official regulations will be fol- 
lowed by a champagne recep- 
tion and the release of 3,000 
balloons. 

With Britain not taking part 
in the first wave, the event has 
been a presentational mine- 
field tor the Government The 
Chancellor could not expect to 
enjoy a position centre-stage, 
but staying away could be in- 
terpreted as a lack of commit- 
ment to Europe. 

In the event Mr Brown will 
not be the only prominent ab- 
sentee. Oskar Lafontaine, the 
German Finance Minister is on 
holiday and his place will be 
taken by the former business- 
men, Werner Mullen an eco- 
nomics minister. 

The Treasury believes that 
the finance minister of at least 
one of the three other countries

not taking part in the launch will 
also stay away. All 15 EU finance 
ministers were invited. 

British officials in Brussels 
also pointed out that Mr Brown 
suffered a family bereavement 
before Christmas, making any 
prospect of his attendance 
more difficult. 

A Treasury spokeswoman 
said: "This is just a presenta- 
tional meeting and Sir Stephen 
Wall will represent the UK 
The meeting is not likely to last 
more than an hour and there 
will be no decisions affecting 
Britain or other countries not 
taking part" 

Nevertheless, today’s cele- 
brations have been given con- 
siderable billing in Brussels, 
where the arrival of the single 
currency is seen as a landmark, 
and Mr Brown's absence will be 
a disappointment to enthusiasts 
for British entry. 

The European Commission 
has spent £35,000 to publicise 
the event when exchange rates 
will be locked and the power to 
set interest rates in the 11 
countries taking part handed 
over to the European Central 
Bank. Notes and coins will not 
be Introduced until 2002.

RAF patrol 


in no-fly zone 


IRAQ FIRED missiles at a 
British aircraft yesterday, 
emphasising that it wants to 
step up confrontation with 
London and Washington after 
Operation Desert Fox. 

The attack happened when 
RAF Tornadoes based in 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia were 
patrolling the "no-fly’' zone 
over southern Iraq imposed 
after the Gulf War 

Iraq says both the south- 
ern and northern no-fly zones 
are illegitimate and that it will 
shoot down aircraft enforcing 
them. 

United States and British 
aircraft were patrolling the 
southern zone at about 8.30am 
local time yesterday when an 
Iraqi battery fired between six 
and eight missiles from a site 
south-west of Tatil, in southern 
Iraq. Two US F-16 bombers 
responded and fired two anti- 
radar missOes and a number 
of precision-guided bombs on

Iraq, however, said it had 
almost certainly shot down a 
US or British plane over the 
no-fly zone. “Our brave air 
defences have fired ground- 
to-air missiles against the for- 
mation of hostile planes, 
forcing them to flee after one 
of the planes was almost cer- 
tainly shot down,” a military 
spokesman said. 

The Secretary of State for 
Defence, George Robertson, 
said the allies would not be 
“intimidated” from policing 
the no-fly zones by the Iraqi 
leaden President Saddam 
Hussein. “They [the no-fly 
zones] are humanitarian in 
purpose and we intend to 
maintain them,” he told BBC 
Radio 4. “What we are 
seeing now is a show of defi- 
ance, arrogance and essen- 
tially of weakness on behalf of 
Saddam.” . 

The incident was the second 
this week involving missiles, 
andfoQowstheattackanUSair- 
craft on Monday m the northern 
no-fly zone, near MosuL 

The US and Britain-hit hard 
at Iraq’s air defences during 
Operation JDesert Fbx, a 70- 
hour air campaign earlier this 


month. But they admitted at. 
the time that Iraq’s surface-to- 
air missiles were highly mobile 
and many were missed. 

Despite the threat to its air- 
craft, the US also said the 
patrols will continue. “This is - 
a key element of our contain- 
ment policy to prevent Sad- 
dam Hussein from using his 
aircraft to threaten his own 
people and his neighbours,” 
said a spokesman for the 
National Security Council “Vfe 
will continue to vigorously 
enforce it and our aircraft will 
take the necessary precau- 
tions to cany out their mission 
and defend themselves.” 

Soon after news broke of 
the clash. President Bill Clin- 
ton spoke about Iraq to the 
Russian President Boris 
Yeltsin. Russia has been criti- 
cal of US policy toward Bagh- 
dad but both agreed that 
despite their differences “it’s 
important to continue to build 
the US-Russian relationship”, 
the White House said. 

But in a sign that the 
clashes are worrying Iraq’s 
neighbours and America's 
allies, Turkey said it wanted 
the issue to be handled deli- 
cately. “This is asensftivesit- 
uation for Turkey,*' said the 
Defence Minister, Israel Sez- 
gin.

EXPERTS AND teachers may 
doubt whether inspection 
improves schools, but pupils are 
more positive. 

Nearly four out of 10 think 
that an inspection improved 
their school according to a 
Mori survey of 4,000 11- to 16- 
year-olds. Boys in particular 
said they learned more in class 
after the inspection than before. 
A third of them noticed the dif- 
ference compared with around 
a quarter of girls. 

Overall one in five pupils 
thought the standard of teach- 
ing was better after the 
inspector called. Nearly seven 
out of 10 believed that it had 
stayed the same and only five 
per cent thought it was worse. 

The figures, however, 
include only those who noticed 
that their school was being 
inspected. While teachers and 
heads report that inspection is 
one of the most stressful and 
demoralising experiences of 
their professional lives, it 
appears to pass unnoticed by 
many of their pupils. 

Fewer than half the pupils 
who responded to Mori’s ques- 
tionnaires were aware that 
their school had been inspect- 
ed since they arrived. Howev- 
er two-thirds of the children in 
middle schools knew 
inspection had happened.

Younger pupils were less 
likely than older ones to have 
realised the inspectors were in 
school. However, the aware- 
ness of inspections among 
pupils is growing. Of those 
inspected last year, 84 per cent 
realised that the inspection 
had taken place. 

A spokesman for Mori said: 
“Ofeted (Office for Standards in 
Education.) inspections appear, 
on the whole, to have made a 
positive contribution to stan- 
dards in schools, according to 
the views of pupils. 

"Although the study did not 
directly address causality the 
clear implication is that there 
is an association, in some 
young people's minds, between 
inspections and changes in 
teaching and learning. Inspec- 
tions seem to help boys in par- 
ticular with their learning, of 
particular note, given the recent 
debate about the relative per- 
formance of the sexes.” 

Mori also asked pupils' views 
about the amount of home- 
work they received. Most, 58 per 
cent, said they were given, 
“about the right amount” but a 
third said they had too much.

^ THE SIGHT in the flickering 
=J torchlight, of an arm sticking 
r.l out of the snow was all that 
^ helped to prevent what hap- 
pened at Aonaeh Mor from 
turning into a disaster of even 
greater magnitude. 

The rescuers had been fee- 
ing the seemingly hopeless 
task of searching miles of snow- 
covered land in the dark for a 
lost party of climbers. But now, 
with frantic digging, they man- 
aged to scoop out three people, 
freezing and in shock after 
being entombed under 3ft of 
snow for 16 hours, but alive. 

Four others, however, were 
dead And yesterday, as families 
s of the survivors breathed a 
| sigh of relief and the bereaved 

* mourned, the question or how 
_ things could have gone so badly 

wrong began to be asked 

The climbers were all Kent 
Venture Scouts, led by Roger 
Wild a guide and instructor 
from Fbrt Wiliam and one of the 
_ most experienced moun- 
« Laineers in the country. The 
parly had gone to Scotland on 
a winter skills training course. 

When the Scouts arrived on 
Monday at the Lochaber moun- 
tains Nevis Range, alongside 
Ben Nevis, the area was being 
battered by a force 9 gale. The 
Scottish Avalanche Informa- 
tion Service had issued a Cat- 
egory 3 warning, signifying 
there was the “ substantial 
risk" of an avalanche. 

The group was staying on 
The Fingak a 128ft barge 
moored on the Caledonian 
Canal at Gairiochy. north of Port 
William, and were said to be in 
good spirits. 

Early on Tuesday morning 
Mr Mid, who runs his own 
climbing school and is a mem- 
ber of the Lochaber mountain 
rescue team, set off with his 
party for the 4,006ft peak of 
Aonaeh Mor. 

Lashed by icy winds they 
climbed 3500ft towards their 
destination. At about 10am, 
they were hit by the avalanche. 
The experience must have 
been terrifying, say moun- 
taineers. with the climbers 
hearing a roar before being en- 
je.ulfed by cascading snow and 
ice with no hope of escape. 

They should all have per- 
ished. No one can recall any- 
body having survived such an 
avalanche in the Scottish High 
iands. The reason some of 
them did, according to experts, 
is because they managed to dig 
airholes in the snow that was 
covering them.

One of the group, Sarah 
Finch, later told rescuers that 
she saved herself by frantically 
clearing the snow from her 
mouth and nose as the 
avalanche hit. Unable to move 
for an hour, she breathed 
through her hand, which she 
had damped over her mouth to 
prevent choking by the snow. 

Mr Wild should have re- 
turned home by late Thesday 
afternoon.

tain rescue team and a friend 
of her husband. 

Mr WM had left details of his

As well as the Lochaber 
team, RAF mountain rescue 
teams came from Kinloss, near 
Fife, and L eeming in North 
Yorkshire. The Yorkshire team 
had been on snow training in 
the area when they were 
alerted. A helicopter from RAF 
Lossiemouth also joined the 
operation. 

The 60-strong rescue party 
continued for about an hour 
Then one of their torches illu- 


minated an arm and the shape 
of a body in the snow. 

John Stevenson, deputy 
leader of the rescue party, said: 
“We then began to dig and 
found the other people. The 
avalanche had not swept them 
apart any great distance. 

“We could not believe it 
when three of the people, two 
men and a woman, were still 
alive. Although they were very 
hypothermic, they were still 
conscious, and one of them 
managed to speak with a great 
deal of effort. It was a relief not 
all of the people had perished, 
but it is still a terrible tragedy.*’ 

Mr Confield said it was the 
first time in 35 years of rescue 
wort that he had seen anyone 
escape alive from an avalanche. 


Flight Lieutenant Patrick 
ThirkelL, from RAF Kinloss. 
said: “In the 18 years that I have 
been involved in rescues, I 
have never come across a case 
in which avalanche victims 
have survived for a such a long 
period of time. Usualfy if peo- 
ple are not crushed or smoth- 
ered to death by tbe force of the 
tumbling avalanche, the cold 
and wet will ensure they will 
freeze to death. 

“I honestly thought we 
would only be looking at bodies. 
I thick that this case will 
change experts' opinions on 
the survivability of avalanche 
victims.” 

The climbers were brought 
down by the ski-lift gondola 
after it was decided that the he- 


licopter could not be used 
because of the fierce wind and 
fears that the rotor blades 
would triggered another 
avalanche. 

The survivors were trans- 
ferred by ambulance to Belford 
Hospital at Fbrt William. None 
of their injuries was serious, but 
they were suffering from 
hypothermia 

Consultant surgeon David 
Sedgwick said: T would have ex- 
pected them to have sustained 
major skull, chest and abdom- 
inal injuries. They were in pret- 
ty good condition despite being 
trapped for hours. They are 
lucky to have survived.” 

Any investigation into the ac- 
cident would want to know why 
Mr Wild chose to go ahead

with the expedition despite the 
avalanche warning. Blyth 
Wright, co-ordinator of the 
Scottish Avalanche Informa- 
tion Service, said: “The team 
leader would have known the 
risks and the information would 
have been readily available. A 
Category 3 warning means that 
an avalanche is most likely to 
occur The reports are available 
in most hotels, guesthouses, 
pubs, police stations and it is 
unlikely they would not have 
been aware of the risks.” 

Local mountaineers said the 
climbers were in an area that 
did not normally suffer from 
avalanches and that Mr Wild 
was a proficient guide.

THE TRAGEDY at Aonaeh 
Mar is the worst avalanche 
incident recorded in 
Scotland, but it is not the 
worst disaster to hit the 
Scottish mountains. In 
1972. six teenagers from 
Edinburgh died after they 
were caught in a blizzard 
on a 4.000ft summit 
plateau of the Cairngorms. 

The mosc dangerous 
time of the year for 
climbers and skiers is from 
mid-December to 
mid-April, when most 
avalanches are recorded. 
The notorious 1994-1995 
"season” claimed 1 2 lives. 
There have been a total of 
48 deaths recorded from 
avalanches since 1 980. 
More than 200 people 
have died on the 
mountains in the past 1 8 
years. 

Guides and safety 
experts have attributed 
many accidents to 
inexperienced climbers 
underestimating the 
dangers. With its 
frightening cliffs and 
swiftly changing weather, 
Ben Nevis is said to kill 
more climbers than the 
Eiger in Switzerland. 
However, the experts say 
the Scottish peaks are 
statistically safer now 
than a few years ago. “It 
is accepted that fatalities 
have been in decline in 
real terms when the rise 
in participants is 
considered." a rescuer 
said.

Tm concerned they might 
have been overteen on the day 
Mrs Lewis spoke also of the 
two Scout group members who 
survived, Sarah Finch, 25, and 
Steven Newton. “Our thoughts 
are with Steve and Sarah.

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Kidnappers 
‘used Britons 
as shields’

THE BRITISH hostages who 
survived a bungled rescue at' 
tempt in Yemen claimed yes- 
terday that government forces 
started the shooting that led to 
the deaths of four tourists. 

They told how their fellow 
captives were used as human 
shields and shot in anger by the 
kidnappers as Yemeni soldiers 
stormed their hide-out against 
British government wishes. 

Last night toeFbrejgn Office 
asked the Yemeni government 
to explain why its forces at- 
tempted to rescue the 16 
hostages - 12 Britons, two 
Americans and two Australians 
- in spite of a request by Victor 
Henderson, the British am- 
bassador, that no rescue at- 
tempt should be made. In more 
than 100 previous kidnappings 
in Yemen since 1992, no 
hostages had been killed 

TWo of the surviving Britons, 
Professor Eric Firkins and Mr 
Brian Smith, recovering at the 
Movenpick Hotel in Aden, con- 
tradicted Yemeni government 
claims that security forces took 
action only after foe kidnappers 
had billed two hostages. They

said the government forces 
opened fire first, provoking a 
two-hour gun battle in which 
toe terrorists used prisoners as 
human shields before shooting 
two in “revenge killings'' as they 
fled. 

“The worst time for me was 
that time when a barrel was 
pointed at my chest I said, ‘No. 
no, no'. Miraculously, he [the 


gunman] went away— the army 
was just too close,” said Pro- 
fessor Firkins, 55, from Croy- 
don, south London. He said a 
female hostage was subse- 
quently shot in toe back of the 
neck and died in front of him. 

The group was kidnapped on 
Monday when their convoy of 
five vehicles was baited fay 18 
Islamic Jihad militants from toe 
Al-Eadl tribe near Mawdiyah, 
175 miles south of the capital, 
Sanaa. 

On Tuesday, Mr Henderson 
met the Interior Minister; Gen- 
eral Hussein Mohammed Arab, 
and asked that no violence 
should be used. Within hours, 
howevec more than 200 sokfiers 
had taken up position and the 
kidnappers hide-out in al- 
Wadeaa had been stormed. 

Mr Smith, 52, a postal work- 
er from Peterborough, and Pro- 
fessor Firkins said they were in 
a group of 11 that had been sep- 
arated from another group of 
five. They said the kidnappers 
began foiling hostages only 
after toe military opened fire. 

Mr Smith said bullets were 
“whizzing” over their heads. 
“We were used as human 
shields,” he safo. “The army ap-

proa died us and toe nearer 
they got, toe more tense the sit- 
uation in our group became.” 

At one point the kidnap- 
pers told toe hostages to stand 
in open ground with their hands 
up. “We stood very bravely and 
even held our hands up-” said 
Mr Smith. Then we fell back 
and the array approached and 
there were the two killings. 


“My colleagues and I and an- 
other woman fell behind an 
embankment and we held each 
others hands until the army got 
very close to us and we could 
surrender ourselves. 

The British ambassador was 
hoping to meet the Yemeni 
Prime Minister and the Interi- 
or Minister last night to express 
British concern. A Foreign Of- 


fice spokesman said: “We ex- 
pert a response with full details 
on what happened from both 
toe %meni government and the 
authorities on the ground be- 
cause the relatives [of the vic- 
tims! deserve to know what 
happened.” 

However; Brigadier Mo- 
hammad Saleh al-Turaiq, the 
chief of security in Aden 


province, said the kidnappers - 
includin g a fugitive Egyptian 
terrorist nam ed as Osama al- 
Masri - were toe first to open 
fire. “The Egyptian [al-Masri] 
began shooting at toe hostages, 

which forced our troops to 
storm the hide-out,” he said. 

Mr al-lUraiq said his forces 
were chasing some kidnappers 
who got away. The kidnappers 


were said to be in a group of 
200 members of Islamic Jihad, 
based in a camp in south 
Yemen. They were demanding 
the release of their leader, 
Saleh Hadara al-Atwi, who was 
imprisoned two weeks ago dur- 
ing a crackdown on Islamic 
fVrnHampntaHs t vigilantes who 
were imposing strict religious

ONE OF the Yemen kidnap vic- 
tims was critically ill in hospi- 
tal last night after being told 
that her husband was one of 
four hostages killed by Islam- 
ic extremists. 

Claire Mars ton, 43, an ac- 
countancy lecturer at Northum- 
bria University in Newcastle 
upon Tyne, was said to be con- 
scious but “in a very bad way” 
after emergency surgery in 
Aden. Her husband, Peter 
Rowe, 60, a popular and “mav- 
erick" maths lecturer at 
Durham University, was one of 
three Britons shot dead in a 
bungled rescue attempt on 


Tuesday. The other victim was 
an Australian. 

After waking from surgery 
for a shoulder wound at Al- 
Jamhouriya hospital. Ms 
Mars ton was told her husband 
was dead. David Pearce, one of 
the British diplomats looking 
after the survivors, said she was 
“with it" and knew her husband 
was among those who died 

But he added “She is in a 
very bad way.” He said she and 
the other injured hostage, an 
American woman shot in toe 
pelvis, were “as well as can be 
expected. They are awake and 
receiving excellent attention". 


Many of the victims and sur- 
vivors were teachers and aca- 
demics. The two other dead 
Britons were named as Ruth 
Williamson. 34, from Edin- 
burgh, and Margaret White- 
house, a 52-year-old teacher 
from Hook, Hampshire. 

The other survivors, who 
were unhurt, were named as Gill 
Dorey Rttrida Morris. Sue Mat- 
tocks, a teacher; Lawrence 
Whitehouse -a lecturer and toe 
husband of Mrs Whitehouse - 
Professor Eric Firkins, a chem- 
istry lecturer; David Holmes and 
Brian Smith, a postal worker 
Urey were being cared for at toe

WHATEVER HAPPENED TO YESTERDAY’S YOUTH? 



GENERATION X, one of the 
most written and talked about 
social groups of the Nineties, is 
fading rapidly into obscurity. 
The future belongs to Genera- 
tion 0. 

The emergence of Genera- 
tion 0 youngsters - 0 for 
optimistic and opportunistic - 
is revealed in research that 
aims to cast light on some of the 
most misunderstood creatures 
of the late 20th century; 
children. 

The study, by the advertising 
agency McCann-Erickson, 
reveals that, as family units 
fracture and state institutions 
decline, children are growing 
up younger. Enfranchised by 
information technology, they 
are more independent and 
sophisticated than their 
predecessors and more confi- 
dent about what they can 
achieve. 

Access to information, cul- 
tural conditioning through the 
media and the received wisdom 
of the playground are the 
driving forces behind the new 
generation. As their busy (and 
increasingly single) - parents 
spend less time with them, so 
television, the Internet, maga-

zines and peers are becoming 
more significant influences. 

Researchers estimate that 
about 60 per cent of children 
have televisions in their bed- 
rooms, while 43 per cent have 
access to a computer in the 
home. The idea of a family 
sitting down to eat together; the 
research suggests, is redun- 
dant “At best Sunday lunch 
now means sitting down with 
food on a tray to watch the 
omnibus edition of Ea st- 
ETiders” says Katherine 
Hannah, a senior planner at the 
agency. 

“There is a fundamentally 
different consumer out there.*" 
says Simon Aboud of Magic 
Hat a division of McCann- 
Erickson devoted to under- 
standing teenagers. “They are 
smart and sassy, but not at all 
cynical. They are having to be 
more grown-up. The idea of the 
nuclear family does not exist 
and higher education is like get- 
ting a job, as you have to pay 
your way now. But with the ex- 
plosion of access to information, 
they have finally got their hands 
on the means of production.’'

and boys who are less con- 
cerned with toys and teddy 
bears than the fashion and 
style aspirations of older sib- 
lings or role models. 

“No 11-year-old wants to be 
11." says Mr Aboud. “They 
want to be older, just like any- 
one who is 30 wants to be 
younger. The golden age is 
somewhere between 20 and 
25." 

The emergence of tweens 
has already been noted with 
alarm in the United States, 


where some commentators 
have talked about the death of 
childhood as 10-year-old girls 
are shopping for cosmetics, 
miniskirts and designer sun- 
glasses. Kay Hymowitz, author 
of a book on tweens to be pub- 
lished next year, says : “It's a 
disturbing trend. Parental ab- 
sence, the market and the peer 
group form a licious circle that 
works to distort the develop- 
ment of youngsters." 

McCann's research reveals 
similar brand sophistication 
among the 10-12 age-group in 


Britain. While children as 
young as seven are aware of 
Nike and Adidas, tweens 
understand and act on the 
credibility ratings of the sub- 
brands - that a pair of Nike Air 
Max is far more leading-edge 
than the old-school, low-tech 
Cortez. They insist on Gap or 
TDp Shop or CK originals rather 
than Marks & Spencer imita- 
tions. With parents less able to 
police their viewing, they watch 
horror movies such as Scream 
and other post-watershed fare, 
including South Park. 


The girls swoon over 
Leonardo DiCaprio ( Titanic 
was a massive hit among this 
age group). The boys - like boys 
of every age - admire foot- 
ballers. but in the group re- 
search they will spell out very 
specific reasons for whom they 
rate: the Italian International 
striker Alessandro Del Piero for 
his skill, the Arsenal captain 
Tony Adams for his reliability 
and leadership. 

“They have a meritocratic 
attitude about whom they ad- 
mire," says Ms Hannah. 


“That's why sportsmen and 
women are rated highly. A lot 
of their heroes are self-made. 
Even the Spice Girls are like 
that - what they like about the 
Spice Girls is that they are all 
pretty ordinary girts, not that 
beautiful, but they have a laugh, 
make money and have been a 
huge success, and now they 
manage themselves.

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‘Delia power’ 
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enlisted to aid 


pupils’ reading 


A GOVERNMENT-FUNDED body 
set up to encourage reading has 
bowed to the might of “Delia 
power" - the massive influ- 
ence of TV and film over con- 
sumers of everything from eggs 
to education. 

The National Year of Read- 
ing is setting aside money to 
give children free showings of 
films in the hope that having 
seen the Aim they will then read 
the book. 

The quango is giving £5,000 
to the charity Film Education 
to screen films to thousands of 
schoolchildren across the UK 
during January and February. 
The move is an implicit accep- 
tance that many children will 
read a book only if they have 
seen its screen adaptation. 

Films to be screened in- 
clude Shakespeare in Love , a 
new film with a script by Tbm 
Stoppard, and an adaptation of 
Shakespeare's Twelfth Night. 
Belfast-based Titanic Tbtun, 
based on the book by Mary 
Costello and starring Julie Wal- 
ters, mil also be shown. 

A fourth free film will not be 
based on a book at all - the new 
Hollywood movie Pleas-

antviUe, starring Joan Allen, is 
being screened for school- 
children because it includes 
scenes set around libraries 
and reading. 

Anita Russell, of Film Edu- 
cation, defended the project 
yesterday. “Adaptations play a 
key part in education. 

“Research shows that chil- 
dren who are taught literacy 
using the moving image as 
well as written text perform at 
one-and-a-half National Cur 
riculum levels higher than 
those who rely on teacher 
input and the written text 
only.” 

A statement from the Na- 
tional Year of Reading said: 
“The muscle of the moving 
image affects us all. 'Delia 
power’ - the new phrase which 
sums up the power of TV and 
film over consumers - not only 
has the power to spark a run 
on eggs but can increase sales 
of books by over 300 per cent 

For example, following 
1996's Oscar-winning hit film 
The English Patient, annual 


sales of Herodotus jumped 
from 12,000 to 50,000 copies. 

The residents of Lyme 
Regis were besieged by the 
world’s tourists when The 
French Lieutenant's Woman 
hit cinemas in 1982. “A large 
majority of the highest gross- 
ing films of all time in the UK 
are adaptations from books. 
These include Jurassic Park, 
Independence Day , Mrs 
Doubtfire and Babe” 

Liz Attenborough, project 
director for the National Year 
of Reading, added: “The rela- 
tionship between books and 
their subsequent TV or film 
adaptations show a healthy 
cross-fertilisation between 
viewers and readers. 

"Many successful adapta- 
tions encourage new readers 
to turn to the original novel, 
and encourage reading of 
other books by the same au- 
thor” Books currently being 
adapted into films include The 
Beach by Alex Garland, Dead 
Babies by Martin Amis, The 
WeU of Loneliness by Rad- 
ciyffe Hall, The Spire by 
William Golding and The Gold- 
en Bowl by Henry James. 
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The charity Film Education is to give thousands of screenings of popular classics to encourage reading skills

C JD fears put 
watchdog 
under strain 


AN INCREASE in the number of 
people suspected of suffering 
from Creutzfeldt Jakob disease 
is straining the national sur- 
veillance system for the human 
version of "mad cow” disease. 

Bob Will, head of the 
National CJD Surveillance Unit 
in Edinburgh, has consulted the 
Department of Health about the 
need to increase the unit’s 
resources to cope with the 
extra workload. 

Dr TOD, a drnical neurologist 
said the past few months had 
seen a higher number of peo- 
ple being referred to the unit by 
doctors concerned that their pa- 
bents were suffering from CJD, 
some of whom maybe suffering 
from the human form of bovine 
spongiform encephalopathy 
CBSE). 

The unit, which was set up 
in 1990, was designed to cope 
with a maximum of 150 refer- 
rals a year. However, if present 
trends continue, the unit will 
have to deal with up to 200 
referrals in 1999. 

"If it gets higher than 150 re- 
ferrals we will need extra staff 
and if it gets higher again we’d 
have to consider the way the 
whole system works," Dr Will 
said. He has resigned from the 
government’s Spongiform 
Encephalopathy Advisory 
Committee, on which he has 
served since 1990. to concen- 
trate on the surveillance 
programme.

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Maps mark line that divides England

THE entire route of the 
Greenwich meridian through 
Britain, from East Sussex to 
East Tforkshire, is to be marked 
tor the millennium on a new se- 
ries of Ordnance Survey maps. 

It will be the first time the 
prime meridian of longitude - 
zero degrees east and west -has 
been specially shown on 
Britain's principal maps and 
will, the Ordnance Survey says, 
alhwpeopte to celebrate the pre- 
cise places where time changes 
at midnight on 31 December 1899 
at any point along the line. 

The decision is announced 
today - exactly one year from 
Millennium Eve. Seventeen 
maps in the highly detailed 
new “Explorer” series wiU track 

the line through towns and vil- 
lages across the countryside. 

It runs north from the Chan- 
nel coast at Peacehaven, shav- 
ing Lewes and East Grins tead 
in Sussex before heading 
through the suburbs of south 
London to the Royal Observa- 
tory at Greenwich,where the 
meridian was first calculated 
in 1851. 

A brass line at the site marks 
the division between the east- 
ern and western hemispheres 
and is a popular place for peo- 
ple to be photographed with one 
foot in each. It is also the new 
millennium’s official Green- 
wich Mean Time starting point 


LINE OF THE GREENWICH MERIDIAN 
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The meridian continues 
north through Leyton and 
Walthamstow in north-east 
London to Waltham Abbey to 
Essex. Then it passes the east-

UTC). 

Because GMT relies on the 
position of the Earth vis-a-vis

the Sun to measure its accu- 
racy, it is vulnerable to natural 
variations. The Moon, which 
creates tidal fluctuations, slows 
the Earth's spin by pulling at 
the oceans. The molten metal 
sloshing around in the Earth's 
core also holds up its rotation. 

Seeking a mo re consistently 
accurate measure of when 
things were ha p p ening , scien- 
tists developed the atomic dock 
in the 1950s. It relies on the vi- 
brations of the atoms of the 
metal caesium for its measure. 
Nine biffion periods of a partic- 
ular vibration of this atom 
makes up an atomic clock sec- 


ond. Any variation in these 
vibrations is so for impercepti- 
ble to man-made machinery. 

Kristen Lippencott, director 
of the Royal Observatory at 
Greenwich, said: “GMT has 
become a catch-phrase for ac- 
curate time, like Hoover is for 
vacuum cleaners.” 

In 1972, UTC was officially 
adopted by the scientific com- 
munity, but few people are 
aware of the difference be- 
tween it and GMT. “Airline 
pilots will quote times in GMT 
even if they are measured in 
UTC,” said Dr Lippencott

Wbrld and care for the envi- 
ronment 

Dominic Wring, one of the 
study’s authors, said the re^ 
search had uncovered evidence 
that teenagers exhibited an 
“engaged cynicism” about pol- 
itics. They were disillusioned, ; 
but wanted a greater say- _ 

“Tony Blair, tike no prime 
minis ter since Harold Wilson, 
has talked of a “young country’ 
whilst cultivating and listening 
to celebrities popular with 
youth," he said. 

“Fundamentally something 
more imaginative and concrete 
is required to sustain and nur- 
ture democratic participation, 
among the young. A progress 
sive a dminis tration would * 
adopt this." 

Although Labour stands 
most to gain from an expand- 
ed youth vote, the Tbries and 
the Liberal Democrats believe 
under-i8s could reap them 
electoral dividends. 

Policies such as the lower 
minimum wage rate and bene- 
fit restrictions for the under 18s, 
as well as rising unemploy- 
ment could lead to a backlash 
against Labour, they say. 

Lem bit Opik, MF for Mont- 
gomeryshire and the Liberal 
Democrats’ Youth Affairs 
sp okesman, -sa i d his party was 
the only one formally com- 
mitted to lowering the voting 
age. 

“The simple fact is that 
people under 18 feel that they 
are prejudiced against in 
grounds of age. They pay tax, 
can have sex and die for their 
country, but they can’t vote, ft's 
a classic case of taxation with- 
out representation. 

“The onus is on those who 
want to keep the voting age at ■ 
18 to prove why they are right, 
noton those who want change."

Trees threatened 
by Asian beetle 


THE GOVERNMENT is taking 
action to prevent the spread of 
the Asian longhorn beetle 
which poses a lethal threat to 
hardwood trees, such as 
sycamore, horse chestnut, wil- 
low and poplar. 

The threat emerged after 
the beetle was found in wood- 
en packing cases containing 
Chinese imports. Sightings 
have been reported in various 
parts of England and Wales 
but the Forestry Commission 
believes that the beetles have 
yet to spread to trees.

imposed on wooden packing 
material entering Britain from 
China.

FRANK WILLIAMS, the wbeel- 
chair-bound head of the 
Wiliams Formula One racing 
empire, could be forgiven for 
thinking the timing is out. 

His knighthood in the New 
Year honours list comes after 
one of his least successful sea- 
sons since founding W illiam s 
Grand Prix Engineering Ltd in 
1977. Fbr once. Sir Frank, 58, 
failed to win a Grand Prix 
and finished only third in the 
constructors' championship 
during 1998. 

But although it may have 
come late, it is a deserved re- 
ward fbr a determined man who 
has achieved more success in 
his sport than any other during 
the 1990s. His team has won 
nine constructors' titles, more 
than any other, and seven dri- 
vers' world championships -

Sir Frank, a former driver, 
founded his first team at 22 but 
struggled to keep his dream 
alive. In the late 1970s he was 
forced to sell personal effects to 
pay staff, and it was only with 
his first Grand Prix win, in 
1979, that things began to turn 
around. A road accident in 
Monte Carlo in 1986 left him 
confined to a wheelchair.

Angus Fraser He took 54 Test 
wickets this year and helped to 
beat South Africa as England 
achieved their first five-Ttest 
series victory in 12 years. 

Others to be appointed MBE 
include the former England 
football captain Stuart Pearce, 
who plays for Newcastle Unit- 
ed; Trevor Brooking, the pundit 
and former England player, 
and Jimmy White, regarded as 
one of the most popular snook- 
er players of his generation.

COUNTDOWN TO THE EURO

Prices set for a drop - eventually 


THE acid test of the success of 
the euro will be whether its 
launch creates a genuine sin- 
gle European market Parody 
if there is a real increase in 
competition, boosting business 
and cutting prices for con- 
sumers, will the single curren- 
cy generate all of its promised 
economic benefits. 

' The 300 milEon citizens of the 
| first 11 countries to join will 
, want to be able to judge quite 
. quickly whether the euro is 
having an impact where it mat- 
I tens - on their wallets. Some ex- 
perts are predicting widespread 
I outbreaks of price wars. 

There is certainly plenty of 
scope for competition sending 
prices downwards. An internal 
Treasury report last March, 

: which formed the basis of fur- 
ther investigations by the Eu- 
, ropean Commission, found 
huge disparities in prices be- 
tween countries. 

Some of these variations 
'have already achieved notori- 
ety thanks to consumer pres- 
sure. Cars, for one. A report by 
the commission last year found 
that a Fiat Pun to cost 21.4 per 
cent less in France than in the 
UK, a Renault Megane was 22 
per cent cheaper in Germany, 
while a larger car such as the 
VW Passat was 14 per cent 
cheaper in France. 

' In some items, however UK 
shoppers do better than their 
continental counterparts. For 
example, CDs sell for about 15 
per cent less here than in 
France. But. of course, they are 
cheaper still in the bigger and 
more competitive American 
market. Only about a quarter of 
British prices are lower than 
prices for equivalent goods and 
'services in the United States, 
i Only for a handful of items. 

, such as clothing and footwear 
are British prices among the 
ElTs lowest Fbr others, in- 
cluding housing and transport, 
they are about the highest 
Bank charges are substan-

daily lower in the UK than over 
the Channel, at £18 a year for an 
account in credit compared 
with £35 in Germany and £88 in 
France. This advantage reflects 
precisely the fact that British 
high street banking is far more 
competitive -and demonstrates 
the scale of gains that could lie 
ahead for consumers. 

The theory is that the switch 
to a single currency will boost 
spending power in two ways, 
first with everything priced in 
euros, it will be easier to com- 
pare prices because the tags 
will no longer have different 
currencies on them. People 
will become more willing to 
cross borders to shop, espe- 
cially for expensive items. And 
that goes for Britons too. even 
though the UK is staying out of 
the first wave of membership. 

Differences in VAT rates and 
sales duties complicate the 
comparison. But there can be 
little doubt that consumer pres- 
sure will force manufa cturers 
to adjust their prices and. prob- 
ably, will force governments to 
bring taxes more closely into 
line. The willingness of British 
consumers to spend a day on 
the cross-Channel ferries sim- 
ply to buy cheaper alcohol and 
tobacco is a vivid demonstration 
of the potential consumer 
power. 

Francesca Arddiaco, of the 
Consumers’ Association, says: 
“We do expect the increased 
transparency and increased 
competition to drive prices 
down.” She adds, however that 
it will not happen right away, 
and that the impact on the UK 
will be indirect 
The second result of the 
launch of the euro will be to 
make it easier for businesses to 
take advantage of economies of 
scale. Experts at the National 
Institute for Economic and So- 
cial Research in London found

that much of the difference in 
productivity levels between US 
factories and European ones 
was the feet that die former had 
much bigger production runs 
thanks to their larger market 
As long as euroland does be- 
come a genuine single market, 
that boost to productivity from 
scale should translate into a 
better deal for customers, as 
well as higher profits. 


How quickly this mi g ht all 
happen is another matte: It is 
not until 2002 that the new 
notes and coins wOl be intro- 
duced, so prices will continue 
to be displayed in national cur- 
rencies as well as euros. 

Many businesses are wait- 
ing to see what others do before 
changing their own prices. Re- 
tailers are under no compul- 
sion to accept euros before 


1 January 2002, although those 
signing up wOl be entitled to 
display the official “We accept 
euros” stickers. 

Meanwhile, they put a high- 
er priority on dealing with ques- 
tions such as howto convert a 
DM1.99 price, which will be 
the equivalent of eurosl.02, 
without being accused of prof- 
iteering from the changeover 
The European Commission has 


suggested retailers might try to 
get a competitive edge by 
launching “rounding down” 
campaigns. The Commission 
has set up observatories in 
each country to monitor price 
changes after the launch of 
the single currency. 

To start with there is likely 
to be too little familiarity with 
the new currency for the fresh

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AS AMERICA looks forward to 
the 2000 presidential elections, 
the first Republican candidate 
has broken covet John McCain, 
a Senator from Arizona, is the 
first to take formal steps 
towards a candidacy and others 
will follow in the nest few days. 

Senator McCain filed papers 
yesterday with the Federal 
Election Commission to estab- 
lish the John McCain for Pres- 
ident Exploratory Committee. 

The 62-year-old senator is 
known in America as a moder- 
ate within the increasingly con- 
servative party, and for that 
reason may have problems 
finding a secure base in the 
party's grass roots. 

He is a veteran of the Viet- 
nam War; and spent five years 
as a prisoner-of-war.

Mr McCain will have plenty 
of strong support from col- 
leagues in Washington, as he is 
considered to be a political 
heavyweight and one of the 
most honest men in politics. 
“Many, many Republicans and 
Americans yearn for a new 
kind of leadership," said War- 
ren Rudman, the committee co- 
chairman and himself a former

One reason why Republi- 
cans are moving early is that 
Steve Forbes, the billionaire 
magazine publisher who spent 
$30m on an aborted campaign 
in 1996, is likely to declare soon 
and he has boundless funding. 

The former vice-president 
Dan Quayle, former governor 
of Tennessee Lamar Alexander 
and former senator Jack Kemp 
are all waiting in the wings. The 
Governor of Texas, George W 
Bush, son of the former presi- 
dent George Bush, has said he 
will not decide whether to run 
until the spring. 

The race for the candidacy 
will be hard-fought, with Mr 
Bush the present front-runner 
in terms of popular support and 
name recognition, but plenty of 
others have more backing 
among the party's most im- 
portant supporters. 

Money will be the key. A 
candidate, to be serious, needs 
about $20m. This will be little 
problem for Mr Fbrbes, and Mr 
Bush also stands a good chance 
of building fighting funds 
quickly but others may 
struggle.

Octuplets are a blessing, says mother 


THE MOTHER of the world's 
first successfully delivered oc- 
tuplets was released from hos- 
pital in Texas yesterday, saying 
she felt great, despite the 
stresses of a highly traumatic 
pregnancy and the anxious 
struggle for survival that has 
claimed the life of her smallest 
offspring. 

“It wasn't easy,” Nkem 
Chukwu said at St Luke's Epis- 
copal Hospital in Houston in her 
first public appearance, “but I

did it for the love I have for 
them.” 

Ms Chukwu has spent the 
past three months in hospital 
She refused doctors' offers to 
abort one, or two, of the foe- 
tuses to improve the chances of 
the others. “I’ve never seen 
such a word in ray Bible," she 
said “I wasn't even going to 
give it a thought, a second 


thought” At a press conference, 
sitting in a wheelchair she told 
reporters to stand up and give 
thanks to God for her success- 
ful delivery. ‘T am blessed I 
thank the whole world for their 
support and prayers,” she said 
For six weeks she was con- 
fined to bed, and for three 
weeks she lay with her head 
tipped to the floor at a sharp 
angle. The first of her children 
- two boys and six girls - was 
born normally on 8 December 


and the others by Caesarean 
section on 20 December. 

The smallest a girl named 
Odera who weighed just I0.3oz. 
died last Sunday. The heaviest 
child weighed 26oz at birth. 

The children are still in a 
“critical" condition at the spe- 
cialist neonatology unit at Tfexas 
Children's Hospital also in 
Houston. Three are on ventila- 
tors, but the others arebrea th- 
ing on their own. An ultrasound 
revealed that they had no bleed- 


ing or cysts in their brains. It 
was described as “dramatic 
good news” since that would be 
a sign of future neurological 
problems. Doctors put their 
survival at about 92 per cent and 
they are likely to stay in hospi- 
tal until their normal due date, 
around 1 April 
Donations have been flood- 
ing in to help the family. At the 
family’s request no photo- 
graphs or videotapes of the 
babies have been released.

ISRAEL WILL go to the polls on 
17 May. That much is dear; but 
who the runners and riders wOJ 
be remains murky.

Rita, who manages to run away 
when Russian gangsters cap- 
ture her boyfriend, Alyosha, 
and torture him for non- 
payment of a debt Rita is 
befriended by a deaf girl called 
Yaya, who has also suffered at 
the hands of brutal men. In her 
strange sign language and 
broken speech. Yaya tells Rita 
that somewhere, far away, 
there is a beautiful “land of the 
deaf” where they can find 
peace and happiness. 

Rita is drawn back to her 
boyfriend, who belongs to the 
world of violence. By 
experimenting as a prostitute, 
then by working as a -trans- 
lator'’ for a deaf gangster, she 
manages to raise enough 
money to pay off Alyosha’s debt 


but her good-for-nothing 
boyfriend loses it all gambling. 

The film ends with a shoot- 
out between the deaf gang- 
ster's gang and the bandits 
holding Alyosha. Rita either 
loses her hearing from the 
noise of gunfire or chooses to 
seem deaf, and finally accepts 
Yaya's invitation of asylum in 
the land of the deaf 

Escaping in this way 
appears to mean rejecting the 
horror and violence of modern 
Russia, where mafia crime has 
made life cheap. “The land of 
the deaf could also be the inner 
self the life of the spirit," said 
Todorovsky in an interview. 
“But if you choose to take it that 
way I won’t argue with you.” 

Land of the Deaf was made 
on a relatively small budget 
Much of the action takes place 
on a boat that is normally a 


floating restaurant on the 
Moscow River. Todorovsky 's 
small private company, 
Racoonfikn, rents office space 
at Mosfilm, the rambling, old 
state complex that in better 
times used to be Russia's 
answer to Hollywood. 

After making Land of the 
Deaf, his third big movie, 
Todorovsky. 36, son of the 
director Pyotr Todorovsky, was 
feeling optimistic about the 
chances for a revival of Russ- 
ian cinema Then the econom- 
ic crisis struck. 

“Cinema needs stability. It 
takes at least a year to make a 
film and you need audiences 
with money in their pockets to 
enjoy it Now, it seems we are 
back at square one. Yet, I remain 
an optimist I love my profession. 
I cannot live with the feeling that 
everything is over;” he said 


Fbr the time being, he is sur- 
viving by making films for tele- 
vision, based on the detective 
novels of Alexandra Marinina, 
a policewoman turned popular 
thriller writer. 

He rejects the idea of emi- 
grating. as he says a film- 
maker needs to work in bis own 
language. Yet he loves foreign 
cinema, especially British 
films. 

Todorovsky first made his 
name with a 1991 movie called 
Love about a romance between 
a Russian boy and a Jewish giii 
With anti-Semitism on the rise 
in Russia and a growing neo- 
fascist movement, this could 
not be more relevant.

A city becoming less 
Orthodox every day 

FRONTLINE 

ISTANBUL 


IT IS Ramadan in Istanbul and 
the Islamic call to prayer 
echoes over the city. But on 
Sunday mornings, mingled 
with the Arabic chanting, the 
sound of church bells can be 
heard. In the middle of this 
sprawling city of more than iq 
million Muslims, the Patri- 
arch of Constantinople is cel- 
ebrating Holy Communion, 
as his predecessors have done 
for almost 2,000 years. 

The Patriarch is usually 
assisted by his two deacons. 
One of them, FUther Tara- 
sios, preaches in Greek but his 
first language is English. 

“I grew up in Texas. One 
day Tm going to write a book 
and call it A Texan in Con- 
stantinople,'' he laughs. His 
grandparents emigrated from 
Greece to the United States, 
where FrTarasios became an 
Orthodox priest. “People ask 
me why I came he re. In the US 
I had everything: my own 
house, a nice can But what I 
didn't have was to be at the 
centre of Orthodoxy Now I’ve 
become a part of everything I 
read about" 

The Patriarch of Constan- 
tinople is the spiritual head of 
the world’s Orthodox church- 
es. But while he is spiritual 
leader to nearly 300 milli on 
Christians worldwide, today 
the Patriarch's own diocese of 
Greek Christians in Istanbul 
has dwindled to only 3,000. 

Istanbul was once leg- 
endary for its mix of races and 
Greeks still call it by its old 
Greek name, Constantinople. 
But today the Greeks are 
leaving. “We don’t even have 
enough people left to look 
after the churches," says Fr 
Tarasios. “1 wish they'd stay, 
but I understand why they 
don't They feel like second- 
class citizens here. They even 
have to be quiet speaking 
Greek in the streets, in case 
they offend somebody." 

Fr Tarasios lives and works 
in the Patriarchate complex in 


the Fener, or Phanar, district 
of the old city, the historic 
Greek quarter 

Now the few remaining 
Greeks have moved to the sub- 
urbs. Only priests remain. 
“Fener has become an en- 
clave of fundamentalist Mus- 
lims .” Fr T&rasios says. 
“Sometimes they walk past 
the Patriarchate, shaking 
their fists. They throw rubbish 
into the courtyard. 

“I'm often asked why the 
Patriarch stays in Istanbul 
and doesn't move to Greece.

People don't realise bow long 
we've been here - far longer 
than the Turks." 

The Patriarchate daims the 
church was established in the 
city AD36 by St Andrew, one of 
the 12 Apostles. The Ottoman 
Turks did not gain control of 
the dty until 1453. 

As the only Orthodox priest 
in Istanbul with English as a 
first Language. Fr Tarasios 
does a lot of translation work. 
In the afternoons he takes vis- 
itors on tours of the churches 
in Fener. Before leaving the 
Patriarchate, he must change 
into a suit Under Turkey's 
secular constitution, religious 
dress is forbidden in public. 

At St Dimi trios, a beautiful 
old church full of valuable 
icons, only four services are 


held a year. “There aren’t 
enough priests to hold any 
more," he says. “There are 
only 50 priests left in Istanbul” 

As we arrive at another 
church, two Muslim women 
shyly leave. They have come 
to drink Holy Water from the 
church, which is believed to 
cure infertility. 

“Lots of Muslims come like 
this." says Fr Tarasios. 
“Newlywed couples come to 
the priests fora blessing, they 
believe it's more powerful 
than a blessing from an imam. 
You could say it's just super- 
stition, but it shows they're 
aware of the Christian faith.” 

Fr Tarasios calls on Fhther 
Vassileios, the priest respon- 
sible for the churches in this 
area. There are no parish- 
ioners left and, of the services 
Fr Vassileios holds, most are 
funerals. 

The Turkish authorities are 
causing problems for the Pa- 
triarchate. They dosed down 
Turkey's only Orthodox theo- 
logical school in 1971. “With- 
out the theological school we 
can't train priests from the 
community here." Fr Tarasios 
says. “How will we train future 
Patriarchs?" Under Turkish 
law. the Patriarch must be a 
Turkish dtizen. 

At Christmas the Patri- 
arch's cathedral was full. Be- 
fore the Ottoman conquest 
the domed church of Hagia 
Sophia was the Patriarch's 
cathedral but today the Pa- 
triarch has a new, smaller 
cathedral in Fener. Exchang- 
ing of gifts takes place on St 
Basil's Day, l January. 

The last Greek families of 
Istanbul will start the day by 
dividing the new year’s bread, 
a giant loaf. Slices will be cut 
for Christ the Virgin Mary, for 
St Basil and for the Patri- 
arch. Then the bread will be 
shared out But every year, 
there are fewer Greeks left in 
Istanbul to share it

The Independent has learned 
that Mr Park, a wealthy Korean, 
known in the futures market by 
the nickname “Chinkie John”, 
ran into difficulty last week when 
he lost £6 .25m on German gov- 
ernment bond (Bund) futures 
after the market unexpectedly 
turned against him. He was un- 
able to meet margin calls 

Mr Park, who is believed to be 
in his mid- 20 s, has been oper- 
ating as an independent trader 
using Griffin's Cily premises 
since last March.

BP/Amoco 
deal gets 
go-ahead

THE US Federal Trade Com- 
mission yesterday gave a con- 
ditional green light to the 
merger between British Petro- 
leum and Amoco Corporation. 

The deal which will create 
the largest company in the UK, 
is expected to be concluded 
imminently. The new company, 
to be called BP-Amoco, will also 
be the third largest oil compa- 
ny behind Exxon and Royal 
Dutch/SheH 

With a market capitalisation 
in excess of $140bn (£84bn), it 
wiD constitute between 7 and 8 
percent of the FTSElOO index. 

The merger is conditional on 
the two companies disposing of 
134 gas stations and nine pe- 
troleum storage terminals with- 
in the next six months. They 
must also allow 1,600 indepen- 
dently-owned stations to 
change their gas brands. 

“Although the merger of 
BP/Amoco involves companies 
of great size, the operations of 
these two companies rarely 
overlap in a way that threatens 
competition," said Robert Pitof- 
sky, commission chairman.

THE CITY is fully prepared, or so it 
believes. Over the next week we ll 
find out just how far this is true. 
What is certainty the case is that 
though many British businesses 
may still be refusing to acknowledge 
the seismic shift about to occur 
within the European economy, in 
the high octane driven world of the 
City’s financial markets, hundreds 
of millions have already been spent 
on adapting IT and trading systems 
for the advent of the euro. 

Investment and commercial 
banking, the two parts of the fi- 
nancial services industry most im- 
mediately affected by the launch of 
the new currency, have planned for 
“conversion weekend" in meticu- 
lous detail From securities custody, 
through currency trading, how to 
deal with fractions and unmar- 
ketable units, to the most compli- 
cated of customised derivative 
instruments, the City' is ready. 

_ Thousands will see in the New 
Year in anxious sobriety - at their 
desks attempting to grapple with the 
closing exchange rates at which 
currencies will from tomorrow lock 
into the euro. Many IT and trading 
specialists will continue working 
through the weekend, testing and 
adapting their systems for last- 
minute glitches. Getting it right win 
give competitive edge over those who 
don’t and could make the difference 
between big profits and losses. 


the City’s euro pain?

It is unrealistic to think 
London would not be 
discriminated against as 
an abstainer from the euro 


Given the City's position as the 
world’s biggest and most success- 
ful Internationa] financial centre, it 
would perhaps be surprising if the 
City were in anything other than a 
state of high preparedness. Over the 
past 15 years, the Square Mile has 
changed out of all recognition. The 
closed shop of largely domestic 
firms and partnerships it once was 
has been transformed into an open 
market place for international cap- 
ital; it has become the location of 
choice for international bankers 
and securities traders everywhere. 

Virtually every complicated Eu- 


ropean banking transaction of im- 
portance now takes place through 
London, and its markets - from for- 
eign exchange to debt and futures 
- dominate the European time 
zone. 

So being prepared comes with 
the territory. The bigger question is 
not so much whether London is 
practically capable of meeting the 
challenge of the euro- that scarce- 
ly seems in doubt; initially, at least, 
the City looks destined to dominate 
the euro markets. Rather it is 
whether the Square Mile can hope 
to maintain this pre-eminent posi- 
tion if Britain stays out of the sin- 
gle currency. 

Fbr Peter Levene, Lord Mayor of 
London, and to the extent that 
there is one, titular head of the City, 
there is no doubt that it can. Fi- 
nancial and business services such 
as IT accountancy consultancy and 
legal work now account for in excess 
of a quarter of the UK economy, and 
the City is a large part of that 

Quite apart from this vital posi- 
tion in the national economy the 
wealth generated in the City has be- 
come core to the vitality and eco- 
nomic health of the capital, helping 
to sustain its vibrant arts scene, its 
property markets, its restaurants 
and a whole panoply of other service 
industries and jobs. 

The consequences of losing out 
because of the launch of the euro 


would therefore be disastrous. In 
this sense, the single currency 
might be regarded as a serious 
threat to the City. If your business 
is commission driven, it is obvious- 
ly more lucrative to deal in 11 cur- 
rencies than just one. The 
opportunity to pursue profitable 
trading strategies is also that much 
greater. 

More importantly, rival Euro- 
pean financial centres have always 
looked jealously over the Channel 
at their bigger London counter- 
part, and in recent years, Frankfort 
in particular has been chasing Lon- 
don hard in certain markets, par- 
ticularly German bond based 
derivatives. Are Ftankfurt Paris and 
Milan really going to allow what 
would in effect become an offshore 
centre to dominate markets in their 
own single currency? 

Lord Levene is adamant that Eu- 
rope needs the City as much as the 
City needs Europe. If the euro is to 
survive and prosper as a powerful 
reserve currency capable of looking 
the dollar in the face and attracting 
cheap foreign capital in the same 
way as the US does, it needs to de- 
velop deep and liquid capital mar- 
kets. The City is uniquely placed to 
offer these markets, more so than 
any other centre, and to act as a con- 
duit for foreign capital into Eu- 
rope. 

Key to the single currency's suc- 


cess as a reserve currency will be 
the development of an integrated 
debt or bond, market both nation- 
al and corporate. All the indications 
are that the City will dominate this 
eurobond market in the early years, 
but will it remain that way? 

Already there are warning signs. 
The very location in Frankfort of the 
European Central Bank will in itself 
act as a powerful magnet for mar- 
kets. Physical proximity to policy 
makers still seems to matter in mar- 
kets, even though advanced IT sys- 
tems render it unnecessary 

More worrying, Brussels seems 
intent on removing some of the 
City’s present competitive tax ad- 
vantages. The most serious imme- 
diate threat is posed by the planned 
imposition of a 20 per cent with- 
holding tax on income from bonds. 

On the face of it, this would seem 
a quite innocuous piece of anti -eva- 
sion tax harmonisation. All countries 
have withholding taxes, the deduc- 
tion of tax at source, in some shape 
or form. In this country, employers 
pay salary net of income tax. In- 
terest on building society accounts 
is also paid net of basic rate tax. 

Non taxpayers then reclaim the 
tax from the Revenue at a later 
stage. However, to impose it on 
bonds might cause these markets 
to shift offshore to rival interna- 
tional centres where bonds could 
be traded gross, as well as acting 


as a genera] deterrent to foreign 
capit&L 

Certainfy, when such a tax was 
imposed in the US it caused a 
large part of the bond market to 
shift offshore. The euro dollar mar- 
ket was bom. A large part of the 
City’s present success is based on 
this single act of tax lunacy, since 
it persuaded many US investment 
banks to set up operations here in 
London and helped generate the 
critical mass of foreign interest and 
trading to push the City into the 
super league of financial centres. 

At present, the planned scope of 
the tax is limited to individuals - or 
only about 10 per cent of the total 
Euroland bond market - but there 
are proposals from a group of MEPs 
to extend it to companies as welL 
Tony Blair, the Prime Minister, has 
vowed to use Britain's veto to block 
the move and there is good reason 
to believe that Brussels might even- 
tually accept the Corporation of 
London's case. If the effect was to 
cause a general flight of capital from 
Europe, that would plainly be bad 
for everyone, not just the City. 

All the same, many see in these 
proposals a harbinger of things to 
come. Brussels and its Continental 
masters might seek to punish the 
City for being outside the euro. If 
Britain joins the single currency 
within a relatively short period of 
time, then the City can realistical- 


ly hope to retain its position as Eu- 
rope's leading international centre. 
If it does not, then its chances 
would seem remote, notwithstand- 
ing Lord Levene's protestations to 
the contrary. 

It is not realistic to think that 
Britain and the City would not in 
some way be discriminated against 
as long-term abstainers from the 
single currency, or that the inte- 
grated debt market so vital to the 
new currency’s sustained health 
could tolerably be based outside Eu- 
roland. That would not be dissimi- 
lar to allowing the gilts market to be 
run out of the Bahamas. 

If. on the other hand, the euro is 
a failure, then all bets are off. Lon- 
don would be left as the default cen- 
tre of choice and in prime position 
to pick up the pieces. Already there 
are signs of capital flight from Eu- 
roland, albeit quite limited in scope. 
The extent to which that process 
gathers pace depends crucially on 
what type of single currency the 
euro becomes. 

WflJ it be a liberalising, free mar- 
ket force across Europe, or will it 
mark the onset of ever greater cen- 
tralised regulation, including cen- 
trally imposed tax harmonisation. 
That debate is only just beginning. 
The City has a powerful vested in- 
terest in making it the former, but 
it cannot do so if Britain remains 
outside.

TRADING may have been thin but 
the stock market indulged in some 
unusual fun and games in a final 
mad 30 minutes on the last trading 
day of the year. 

Jbotsie was down 98.7 points at 
mid-day. Just 12 minutes later the 
fall had been extended to 132L5 as.

This 
time, because of the advent of the 
euro, the market is closed today re- 
opening on Monday.

Negotiations aimed at that 
consolidation have been over- 
shadowed by the political 
concerns of the countries in- 
volved. 

Tony Blair, the Prime Min- 
ister, has given his strong 
backing to an Anglo-German 
merger, whilst the French 
would also like to have a role.

tween BAe. Dasa and a Mar- 
coni division demerged from 
GEC. 

The French stockmarket 
took the prospect of a link be- 
tween GEC’s Marconi and 
Thomson-CSF seriously yes- 
terday, as Thomson’s share 
price climbed nearly four per- 
cent in thin volume.

The new grouping will be 
run on typically continental 
lines with a revolving chair- 
manship. although a German 
is likely to have first go in the 
top job. 

Sir Richard Evans, BAe’s 
current chairman, will contin- 
ue to have a role in the new 
group. 

Ownership of the merged 
entity is still under intense 
negotiation. 

It appears that Dasa will 
emerge as the single biggest 
unified shareholder with 
around 25 per cent to 30 per 
cent of the group, making 
Dasa’s owner Daimler- 
Chiysler a key player in any 
further deals. 

The rest will be spread be- 
tween BAe's existing institu- 
tional investors. Dasa would 
have about a third of the seats 
on the board.

The feeling grew up. and it 
still thrives in many minds, 
including Hod die's, that Eng- 
land were on their way to win- 
rung the Work! Cup until the loss 
of David Beckham against 
Argentina caused a rearguard 
action and the agony of defeat 
in a penalty shoot-out 


Through the refraction of 
time, En^amfs performance in 
France is made to look better 
than it was. Two victories; two 
defeats. Romania proved too 
cunning, Tunisia were not up to 
much and Colombia played 
without real purpose. 

Itis not the intention to den- 
igrate England's efforts, 
merely to put things into per- 
spective, which is not unfor- 
tunately, a widespread habit 
At this time of the year there 
is a tendency, natural I sup- 
pose, to take encouragement 
from the effect recent events 
may have on the future.

You can go on and on like 
this, and a long journey it 
becomes, but the general 
response to England’s victory 
is encouragindy one of pleasure 
rather than bluster. That of a 
nation at last coming to terms 
with the loss of historical sport- 
ing supremacy. 

Good things can come from 
acquiring a proper sense of 
reality, from understanding that 


we have no divine right to suc- 
ceed at games our ancestors 
invented. 

England’s victory in Mel- 
bourne put a smile on plenty of 
faces, not least because it was 
unejqjeded. Rum being a team 
that had failed to bat with much 
efficiency, bowl with ary sus- 
tained penetration and hold 
comparatively simple catches,

talisman for final Test as jubilant England celebrate famous triumph 


Australia to 



THERE IS a good deal of bluff 
and bluster involved in the Aus- 
tralian psyche and no sooner 
had Alec Stewart's team won a 
Test match than Australia's se- 
lectors went knocking on Shane 
Wame's door. Suddenly this 
series has got serious and it is 
Australia, panicked into change 
by an England side fired by pas- 
sion and renewed purpose, who 
appear to be under pressure. 

Warae may be Australia's 
talisman, but he has not played 
a Test since the tour of India last 
March following surgery* to his 
right shoulder Instead, when he 
has not been dodging ques- 
i tions over his meeting with 
■ Indian bookies, be has been eas- 
ing his way back into the lime- 
light with the Victoria state 
side. 

Yet, if he has got through an 
impressive amount of overs, 
the wickets have come in dribs 
and drabs, and those who know 
him and have seen him bowl say 
that the arm speed of old has 
not yet returned and that play- 
ing him now would compro- 
mise both the bowler and the 
man. 

Warne, however feels he is 
ready for a return to the big 
time, and be comes into the 
squad in place of Matt Nichol- 
son and not of Stuart MacGill 
& who. despite a hamstring 
* tweak, is almost certain to play. 
That means Australia have 
three spinners and two pace 
bowlers in their squad, an indi- 
cation that they clearly expect 
the Sydney pitch to turn big and 
early. 

“There's no drama in my 
shoulder injury any more," said 
Warne after he had been picked 
for the final Test, which starts 
on Saturday “It feels good and 
I'm ready. In fact if s got to the 
-.sjage now that if T\ibs [Mark 
|r uajdorJ wants me to bowl as 
many overs as possible, I can. 
Mind you, getting picked and 
going back to Sydney feels like 
my first Hast and obviously I'm 
a bit anxious about it"

Shoulder operations are 
notoriously fickle, and there 
were times during his rehabil- 
itation when Warne felt that his 
playing days might be over. 

“After I got out of the sling 
and nothing was happening I 
started to think what I niigit do. 
Tm not qualified at anything. Ba- 
sically Tve dedicated my life to 
cricket and 1 wouldn't know 
what to do. Maybe I could start 
coaching or go to England to 
teach leg-spin bowling. 

"If you look at the pure stats. 
England do not play leggies 
that welL But I'm sure they’ll be 
coming out with a point lo 
prove. They are on a bit of a roll 
and with their tails up. they 
might come out and try to 
attack us a bit in the last Test" 

Warne. has been one of the 
great draw cards of the last 
decade and only the most one- 
eyed England supporter would 
not wish him well. Cricket 
needs players of his calibre to 
generate interest in the game. 

"Good luck to the lad if he’s 
ready to play," England's coach. 
David Uoyd, said. “I know he'll 
be itching to get going again. 

“Whenever we play teams 
like Australia, they hit us with 
two things -big pace and wrist- 
spin. In fact they've got the 
option of playing two leggies in 
Sydney. 

"We've got big pace but we 
haven't quite got the wrist-spin 
yet Hopefully either Ian Salis- 
bury or Chris Schofield, Lan- 
cashire’s young leg-spinnec will 
give us that in the future. In fact 
the sooner we get Schofield in- 
volved the better It may sound 
daft but, if it were me, Td pick 
him for Sydney." 

Schofield, who has been play- 
ing grade cricket in Melbourne, 
is no stranger to the England 
team. Drafted in to bowl in the 
nets, he has travelled with the 
team to Adelaide and Hobart 
With only two first-class games 


under his belt, he is still a 
novice, and playing him in Syd- 
ney would be a risk distinctly un- 
English in its daring 

Fhr closer to home were the 
ritual celebrations that tend to 
follow any extraordinary victory 
Lloyd, like most of the England 
players, looked shattered, a 
mixture of hangover and ebbing 
euphoria still coursing through 
their bodies. 

Only Test cricket can provide 
stomach somersaulting mo- 
ments like those on Tuesday 
evening As the nerves of both 
players and spectators were 
wound tighter and tighten the 
pain becomes almost blissful If 
the lows can be disheartening 
and heaven knows this England 
team liave endured more than 
their fair share of them, the 
highs are vertiginous. 

“Considering it was over in 
four days, it was a really mem- 
orable game," Lloyd said. “We 
were several overs down on the 
run rate, but because it was 
such a brilliant contest, with 
spectators on the edge of their 
seats, the match referee 
scrubbed the lot 

“Also we had their coach, 
Geoff Marsh, come into our 
dressing-room and shake 
everyone’s hands, to say fair 
dinkum and well done. It's little 
things like that which made it 
a really top day.” 

Like Taylor; Lloyd felt that 
the superb catch taken by Mark 
Ramprakash was the moment 
that turned the tide England's 
way. 

“We've been bemoaning the 
fact that we couldn't hold on to 
any of the half chances, those iit- 
tle reflex catches that can 
change things. When Ramps 
took that catch, it gave us all a 
hen of a lift Mind you, he’d been 
pumped up all tour and he, 
along with Nasser Hussain, 
have been outstanding both as 
players and individ uals " 

Aware of the speculation that 
has recently appeared re- 
garding his job, Lloyd denied he 



was thinking of standing down. 
“It's not my intention to stand 
down, but then it won’t be my 
problem as it's out of my control 
anyway,” he said. 

“Til keep working until some- 
one says we’re going to change 


tack. As far as I understand it 
my contract is until the end of 
1999 season and I’ve got the full 
support of the people around 
me." 

After the debacle in Hobart 
it would not have been surpris- 


ing if Lloyd had been caught at 
an emotional low point But for 
him as well as everyone else in- 
volved with this England team, 
Melbourne has changed all that 
Lloyd added: “What I really 
enjoyed was for new players like 


AlexHidor and Warren Heggto 
see a game like that That’s 
what Ttest cricket is all about 
and what you play and make all 
those sacrifices for. It's just 
that sometimes, it goes the 
other way."

India and Pakistan 
to stage Test series 


PAKISTAN AND India are to 
put an end to a 10-year stand- 
off after it was announced yes- 
terday that the two countries 
have agreed to meet in a Test 
match in Delhi next month. 

J Y Lele, the secretary of the 
Board of Control for Cricket in 
India, said that Pakistan will 
play two Tfests against India be- 
fore the two countries are 
joined by Sri Lanka to take part 
In the inaugural Asian Test 
Championship. 

Political animosity between 
India and Pakistan, including 
ongoing military exchanges 
over the disputed border in the 
northern Indian state of Kash- 
mir, have been the main reason 
behind the two countries' re- 
fusal to play Test cricket The 
last such series was in 1989, 
when India toured Pakistan. 


Pakistan are due to meet 
India in the first Test on 28 Jan- 
uary before travelling to either 
Kanpur or Madras fora second 
Test scheduled to begin on 
4 February. The two nations will 
then be joined by Sri Lanka to 
contest the Asian Test Champ- 
ionship, with the final taking 
place in Dhaka, Bangladesh. 

However, organisers have 
had to exdude Bombay as a 
venue because of statements by 
Bal Thakeray, leader of the 
city's right-wing Shiv Sena gov- 
ernment who is opposed to 
cricket tours between the two 
countries.

1999 will look like in Ana dye At the end of the room, 
a solemn-faced man dressed like a Sixties Butlins 
redcoat is playing the “Maearena” on electric gui- 
tar. Soon the big girls are dancing hard, their feet 
thumping the worn floorboards. 

SUNDAY We set off in a 1 4-year-old Soviet AN-24 
propeller plane north for Egvekinot - an old Gulag 
town - and then on by a battered Mi-80 helicopter 
to Konergm, a hamlet of 700 people mostly occu- 
pied by Chukchis. 

History has been unkind to the Chukchis, the re- 
gion’s largest non-Russian ethnic group. Fbr cen- 
turies, they lived on the tundra, subsisting on 
reindeer herding and hunting whale and walrus, 
while Russians, Americans, Britons and other ad- 
venturers swept in and out in search of fins and gold. 
But the Soviets decided to collectivise their herds 
(a task that they were still struggling to accomplish 
by the Fifties) and put their children into boarding 
schools to force-feed them with Moscow's ideolo- 


gy. Severed from their roots and traditions, the 
Chukchis feD victim to drink and social despair They 
are cow a favourite butt of Russian jokes- like the 
Belgians to the French. 

There will be no pre-millennium tension here; no 
fretting about which frock to wear; or which party 
to go to. Here, like Anadyr, there are more press- 
ing matters, such as survival. Any Chukchi born 
today is not likely to make it beyond four decades 
or so: average life expectancy has fallen to between 
40 and 45. Fbr most adults here, their experience 
of the next millennium is likely to be fairly brief. 

MONDAY It is beyond comprehension that anyone 
should live in a place as cold as this. The low hills 
and forests of central Chukotka are cloaked in a grey 
haze of deep, deep refrigeration. It is like glimps- 
ing the Ice Age. At minus 49 Celsius, the air is so 
cold that it scalds the lungs. 

A rouble banknote held between the fingers turns 
brittle in seconds. A half-eaten Mars bar turns so 
hard you can cut yourself with it Touch a metal door 
handle without gloves, and you hit the pain zone 
where the fingertips cannot tell if they have been 
burnt or frozen. 

We have flown west to Bilibino, 60 miles north 
of the Arctic Cirde. The 11,000 residents (half the 
town’s Soviet-era population) have various means 
of keeping warm - we meet one woman wandering 
around clutching a hot water bottle under her fur 
coat - but the main source of heat comes from a 
big concrete atomic power station a few miles out 
of town. 

You might think that BiHbino's residents are none 
too happy about living on top of a nudear station. 
Fhrfrom it. They like the plant It guarantees them 
heat and light treasured services in an ice-world 


where nothing else is certain. “You get used to it" 
says Ludmilla Dubina, a school librarian, who has 
lived here 23 years. “It is better to live near an atom- 
ic station, and have heat than not to have any." 

Vladimir Boiko, the local police chief was living 
in Ukraine, his native republic, when Chemofcyi blew 
up in 1986; yet he, too, has nothing bad to say about 
the power station. “What do I care? At least we’re 
warm,” he grins. And that’s true: Bilibino almost 
seems to revel in its round-the-clock heating; in the 
foyer of the sports centre, there are lemon trees 
growing in pots. 

The governor is keen to show off his nudear plant 
so we drive there across the ice roads in Jeeps, their 
interiors lined with thick carpet to keep out the cold. 
Within, it is smart bright dean and busy. The con- 
ference room, where the acting director meets us 
tn explain how his plant abides hy international safe- 
ty standards, is adorned with plaques pro claiming 
its excellence. These would have been more reas- 
suring if several cameramen had not managed to 
get into the reactor area, unescorted and unpro- 
tected, while the governor’s party and the staff gath- 
ered to toast each other with cognac. 

The governor and his crew know they can get out 
of here. Vladimir \fodolaziski, 54, duty officer in the 
station’s control room, moved to Bitibino 20 years 
ago, and cannot afford to leave. “1 came here as a 
young romantic, and ended up a prisoner;” he re- 
marks. A prisoner trapped in an Arctic nudear 
power station, thousands of miles from anywhere. 
You can hardly make a worse start to the new 

millennium than tha t

It is minus 33 Celsius, but there 
is a brisk wind coming in from the 
frozen sea that makes it seem even 
colder than Rilih inn. We are walking 
along the front when an old woman 
approaches my colleague, Will En- 
ghmd from the Baltimore Sun. 
“Cover your nose quickly!” she says. 
We notice that, although we have 
only been outside for a few minutes, 
the tip of his nose has gone bright 
white, the first sign of frostbite. 

Every story here is a sad one. A 
group of municipal workers have 
been on hunger strike for a fortnight 
because they haven’t been paid far 
three and a half years. “This town is 
quietly dying,” says Alla Yev- 
stigneyevna, 59, the manager of a 
local grocery store. “It is an irre- 
versible process.” 

• And dying it surely is; the popu- 
lation of the surrounding area has 
fallen from 34^00 in 1991 to 12,500 
today, mirroring a fall that has seen 
Chukotka's population shrivel to 
90,000, half the size of afew years ago.

THE NEW Year’s honours list is a hardy perennial. 
Every year it brings forth the same sparse crop of civil 
servants and “the great and the good”, accompanied by 
a sprinkling of entertainers and sports personalities. 

Many of the individuals honoured have indeed done 
“good works”, as well as entertained us. Only a very few 
hard-hearted citizens will begrudge honouring the act- 
ing of Nigel Hawthorn, awarded a knighthood; Lenny 
Henry, now CBE, has worked hard for Comic Relief as 
well as making millions laugh. Sporting achievement, 
whether of the cricketer Angus Fraser or the heptathlete 
Denise Lewis, is also recognised. 

But that very lack of controversy marks the flaw in this 
system. We all recognise the achievements of such peo- 
ple: they are feted in the press, and by the public, at the 
appropriate time of their success. The adulation of 
crowds and audiences is their life blood, and no amount 
of official approval makes any difference. The public 
know greatness when they see it: they do not require 
prompting to acknowledge it 
It is often those who have passed their best whose dan- 
gerous satirical and artistic edge has been blunted and 
who have been absorbed into the Establishment who are 
honoured It will be do them little good. Those same 
satirists have done much to create a meritocratic soci- 
ety, in which many of those honoured have stopped using 
the letters after their name in eveiyday life: they are aware 
of how pompous they would seem if they did 
It is the same with politicians, even though the hope 
of peace in Northern Ireland has prompted many of the 
awards. There is again no question that the men and 
women involved in the peace process have shown polit- 
ical bravery, stamina and commitment Two men from the 
New World in particular, came to the aid of the Old: Gen- 
eral John de Chastelain and Senator George Mitchell 
chairmen of the talks that led to the Good Friday agree- 
; raent They gave up their time and energies entirely vol- 
untarily, and deserve our thanks. But they already had 
our gratitude before they had letters after their names. 

"Ordinary people" - nurses, midwives, policemen - are 
also recognised today. The honours system, as reformed 
by John Major when he was prime minister, has made 
strides in this direction. But New Labour's failure to 
change it radically is a sign that the whole idea has become 
obsolete. The mantra of “modernisation", repeated so 
often, does not seem to extend to this list, grey and unin- 
spiring beyond the facade of celebrity 
There are exceptions. John Major deserves an impor- 
tant share of the praise that has been raining down on 
St&bny Blair, David Trimble and John Hume. He took the 
risk, with little encouragement from many in his own party, 



of engaging with republicans and nationalists. It was his 
talks process that eventually succeeded. France and the 
US have the Legion d’honneur and the Congressional 
Medal of Honour for people who rise so far above what 
is expected of them. If we reserved honours for such out- 
standing examples, they would mean more. 

Such a system would end the bore of bestowing hon- 
ours on civil servants. Even though their automatic right 
to such recognition has been abolished, such a practice 
has no place in a society no longer willing to accept that 
the man in Whitehall knows best In no other field is pro- 
fessional advancement further rewarded with the recog- 
nition of the state: why should civil servants be different? 

Very few people appear to think this list means any- 
thing beyond anachronism, designed as it was for an age 
when the Court stood at the apex of a rigid social order. 
When the Government kicks away one of the props of that 
social order, the hereditary House of Lords, it would do 
well to reshape the honours system as well 


Can it be right to risk 
your life for sport? 

DISASTER IN the pursuit of sporting success prompts an 
obvious question: why do people take such risks? The loss 
of Glyn Charles in the Sydney-to-Hobart yacht race and 
the death of climbers in the Scottish mountains have com- 
bined to bring this question to the fore, for such tragedies 
are not uncommon. Sportsmen and women are injured all 
the time, even after their careers have come to a dose:

Tony Blair is not a tribalist. 

That is what distinguishes 
him from so many of his 
Labour colleagues 

The trouble is that there is precious 
little ground for the kind of political 
division that we have seen in the past 
Not much veil if you like. The eco- 
nomic programme of the Govern- 
ment, for instance, is Gordon Brown's. 
He is the one who has balanced the 
dpmanrk of prudence and enhanced 
expenditure on social programmes. So 
when there is talk of a return to 
Kgynsianism, does that imply a revolt 
tjy the Chancellor against his own poli- 
cies, or merely a way of dressing up 
existing and agreed priorities? 

Is there somewhere a taste within 
the Cabinet for other old Labour ver- 
ities, such as a massive extension of 
public ownership? I thought not. Or 
how about a redistribution of national 
wealth using, principally; income tax? 
Most of the putative plotters are prob- 
ably happier with the Brown method 


of stealthfly taxing the middle classes 
in ways that they do not notice, nor 
attempt to avoid. The cause of egali- 
tarianism is best served, they would 
all agree, through vast improvements 
in education and training I hear few 
influential voices raised against Dob- 
son's NHS, Straw's Home Office, de- 
volution, House of Lords reform, the 
Good Friday Agreement or any of the 
substantial policies of the Govern- 
ment Or indeed, even the presenta- 
tion of those policies. 

Which leaves us with those other; 
more atavistic, anxieties concerning 
changes to the voting system and the 
realignment of British politics. One of 
the themes of the last part of 1998 has 
been a desperate attempt to discover 
an ideology to explain today’s world, 
and to help mobilise different armies 
for its change. Intellectuals such as 
Will Hutton have called for a more 
overtly social-democratic and inter- 
ventionist stance, while equally clever 
people, such as Michael Ignatieff, 
have espoused a contrary liberalism. 
Between them they have embarked 
upon an attempt to persuade us that 
we can be one thing or the other- but 
not both. 

Neither of them convinces me. lam 
not at all sure, were you to put them 
in separate small rooms and invite 
them each to write an election mani- 
festo in human-being language, that 
you would be able to tell whidi was 
which. The truth, I think, is that for 
the left-of-centre there is no catch-ail 
ideology on offer What we have in- 
stead is a pick'n’mix progressmsm. 
which broadly agrees on the need to 
modernise the state and to devolve 


decisions, desires government to be 
more open and more ethical that be- 
lieves an objective of government 
polky should be to ensure that citizens 
do not get left behind, that abhors dis- 
crimination and that believes that 
h uman beings are Social animals . 
Now, this is not a "position”, it is a 
continuum, along which many of us 
are to be found (though we may shift 
along it from time to time). The 
“Third Way" is simply an attempt to 
find a name for this continuum. 

This is bad news for those who 
prefer the security of a tribe There are 
many in politics who are natural 
joiners, part of whose self-definition 
comes in being able to say who they 
are not: that they are with the lot who 
put bones through their noses, and 
that they are against the rabble from 
the next valley who wear penis- 
gourds. Never mind that they all wor- 
ship the same gods and eat the same 
monkeys. 

Tbny Blair is not a tribalist That is 
what distinguishes him from so many 
of his Labour colleagues.

his team over the other lot, and I think 

that is why he now leans, intellectu- 
alty towards electoral reform.

But, cosseted in our comfortable lives, we recoil from 
the idea of danger rather more instinctively than logical 
inquiry suggests.

The very act of driving, cycling, or taking the train 
to work is far more likely to be deadly than the sports we 
perceive as “dangerous". 

And we cannot ignore the fact that some people enjoy 
danger; and only feel alive when they can sense the peril 
they are in. Quality of life can supplant length of life for 
many. We should celebrate such people, and their brave 
lives which make our existence all the richer, rather than 
refuse to understand them. In many fields true greatness, 
sporting or otherwise, can only be attained under the threat 
of danger such people have every right to take risks with 
their own bodies - and their own lives.

I am fed up with the charge 
that retailers in Britain are 
taking consumers for a ride. 

The retail industry is high- 
ly competitive and there is no 
trace of complacency within it 
Over the last 10 years the 
price of goods in shops has fall- 
en in real terms by 13 per cent 
In the last year alone, the 
price of 200 of the most com- 
monly bought goods fell by 
nearly l per cent 

I challenge other indus- 
tries to match this perfor- 
mance, which has only been 
achieved by driving down 
costs and becoming one of the 
most efficient sectors in the 
UK On what basis can it be 
claimed that there is over- 
charging when return on cap- 
ital employed stands at only 6 5 
per cent for retailing, com- 
pared with 13.6 per cent for 
wholesaling and I4J percent 
for all other services? 

The strength of the retail in- 
dustry and one of the key dri- 
vers of its excellence has 
always been competition. If 
this is increased as a result of 
the euro or the growth of In- 
ternet shopping, itwill be seen 
by the industry as an addi- 
tional opportunity and not as 
a threat 

A basket of goods bought 
abroad compared to the same 
basket bought in the UK is 
often used as evidence by 
those who argue British re- 
tailers overcharge, but 
whether the comparison is 
favourable often depends on 
the choice of products. 

There are also a number of 
key trading differences be- 
tween countries which expose 
the bogus nature of many bas- 
ket-based comparisons. These 
include obvious factors such as 
the exchange rate and less un- 
derstood issues such as the 
cost of investment in retailing 
in the UK 

The range and quality of 
products on offer in the UK 
has grown significantly over 
the last 10 years from around 
15,000 products available in the 
large supermarkets to more 
than 25,000 today. In a recent 
Mori survey. 78 per cent of con- 
sumers said they were satis- 
fied with the quality of goods 
offered and 88 per cent ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the 
range available to them.

In three years, they will be abolished 
In the interim, the euro will quickly 
emerge as the principal medium of 
business and governmental trans- 
actions in Europe, and as a major re- 
serve currency and denominator of 
world trade. 

Starting this January; there will 
be a single monetary policy, with a 
common interest rate, for the largest 
integrated economic grouping in 
the Western world: the euro-zone of 
some 300 million consumers. Eco- 
nomic and monetary union (Emu) is 
quite simply the most ambitious 
European initiative to be launched 
since the Second World War. 

Sitting on the sidelines, from the 
illusory comfort of self-imposed 
exile, there is a tendency in Britain 
to believe that we can simply wait 
upon events with equanimity, and 
judge the success or failure of the 
single currency in our own time and 
on our own terms. If only it were so. 

In reality, Britain's whole rela- 
tionship to Europe, and with it our 
place in the world, is about to 
change. The single-currency euro- 
zone, five times the size of the 
British economy and right on our 
own doorstep, will have subsumed 
our largest trading market Outside 
looking in, we will have to react to 
an economic order in which others 
are calling the shots, and from 
whose key decisions we have chosen 
to exclude ourselves. 

This situation will intensify as 
Emu widens and deepens: within a 
decade the euro-zone could com- 
prise 20-plus states. More and more 
issues will be settled without our 
voice being heard, on terms we 
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The euro will quickly 
emerge as a major 
reserve currency and 
world trade denominator 

have not helped define. The longer 
we spend outside, the more difficult 
we may find it to get in. Another era 
of agonising reappraisal for Britain 
- and all too easily one of anguished 
indecision - is about to begin. 

What should we do? First of all 
we should wish Emu to succeed, and 
plan on it doing so. This project is 
too important for continental lead- 
ers to allow it to fail their commit- 
ment to it is enormous and 
impressive. And second, as a coun- 
try, we should consciously decide to 
decide - that is resolve to - sooner 
rather than later, make a choice for 
or against membership of the single 
currency. We should not let the na- 
tional debate drag on indefinitely 
without conclusion. 

Most importantly, the Govern- 
ment should, I believe, commit itself 
to Britain joining Emu, not just in 
principle, but in practice. Its polity 
of “if" should become one of “when”, 
and be backed by economic policies 
designed to maximise the chances 
of entry. The Government should 
make serious, practical prepara- 
tions for Emu membership, so that 


if the referendum is positive, we can 
enter soon after the people choose. 

lb move ahead on this agenda, 
Tbny Blair and his colleagues have 
got to start taking some risks. 
Britain will not join Emu by accident. 
Sometimes this Government looks 
like a football team passing the ball 
around the pitch, in the hope that 
eventually it will just end up in goal 
But at some point, somebody has to 
shoot for goal 

The best route open to Mr Blair 
is to set a target date for UK entry, 
perhaps January 2003, and say that, 
provided the economics are right he 
intends to put the question to the 
people very soon after the next gen- 
eral election. In preparation for en- 
try, the Government should make it 
plain that domestic economic poli- 
cy will be tailored to promoting the 
necessary degree of cyclical conver- 
gence with the euro-zone. In paral- 
lel, it should introduce, in this 
parliament a “paving" Bill designed 
to remove legal and other obstacles 
to membership and use of the euro. 
As a result, the Government would 
have established a clear policy, bus- 
iness would have a specific planning 
horizon, and the electorate would be 
offered a serious choice. 

At the moment the opposite ap- 
proach is being pursued. Mr Blair 
seems to be hoping that political am- 
biguity will allow him complete free- 
dom in choosing the entry date; that 
cyclical convergence will happen of 
its own accord that business prepa- 
rations wifl lead to official ones, and 
that public opinion will come around 
to the single currency without the 
Government risking much political 
capital on the project Not so. 

The Government has to face the 
fact that critics will be seeking to 
highlight every economic problem on 
the Continent, however minor, as an 
inherent consequence of Emu. They 
will manufacture or exaggerate

threats far beyond reality -as so re- 
cently on tax harmonisation - and 
create bogeymen with ambitions to 
subvert a thousand years of our is- 
land's history. Countering this on- 
slaught will need to be a major 
priority for the Treasury and for 
Number Ten. 

Equally however, with every day 
that passes, the immensity of the 
new economic reality, in Europe 
can and should become more ap- 
parent, and with it the opportunities 
for Britain of positive participation. 
The eurosceptic ideology of nation- 
al isolation will seem increasingly at 
odds with the new economic and po- 
litical inter-dependence, generated 
by market liberalism, which lies at 
the heart of British success in the 
world today. This is a battle of ideas 
which can be won. 

If Labour’s leaders think they can 
avoid Emu being a key issue at the 
next general election, they are mis- 


taken. They must prepare the 
ground now for a strong, robust de- 
fence of their euro-policy in 2001 or 
2002. If they decline to answer the 
important questions when the elec- 
tion comes, then entry in the next 
parliament will prove difficult 

Worse, equivocation could slip 
into a temptation effectively to rule 
out Emu entry in the next parliament 
in order to dose off eurosceptic at- 
tack. The game would then be lost 
Ministers’ panicky responses in Oc- 
tober 1997 to self-generated media 
leaks on the date of Emu entry pro- 
vide a salutary warning of how 
things can go wrong when decision- 
makers lose their strategic compass. 

Overall the greatest risk to UK 
entry into the single currency lies, 
not in the constraint of public opin- 
ion, but in the absence so far of sus- 
tained pro-Emu leadership from 
the Government Evasion, inertia or 
indecision are no substitutes for in- 


forming, educating and persuading 
the electorate about the strong mer- 
its of the single-currency case. The 
introduction of the euro in 11 coun- 
tries, starting tomorrow, offers a per- 
fect moment to begin that process. 

As Kenneth Clarke, Michael Hes- 
eltine, myself and others haverface 
dean pro-European Conservatives 
will back the Prime Minister in pro- 
moting the right policies for Britain 
- but it is only he and his Govern- 
ment that can give the lead. 

The advent of Emu is an oppor- 
tunity for Mr Blair to demonstrate 
such leadership. His New Year's res- 
olution should be to act boldly in the 
national interest He could well be 
surprised by the strength of the 
response.

later. “A nightmare! Walter Huston 
was my father, Katharine Hepburn 
my sister. Aline MacMahon from 
New York my mother, Turkish 
Turhan Bey my brother Russian 
Akim Tamiroff my uncle - it was a 
very odd Chinese family!" 

Hatfield then auditioned for the 
role of vain young sensualist who 
trades his soul for eternal youth in 
The Picture of Dorian Cray U945K 
"Oscar Wilde’s original Dorian is 
blond and blue-eyed," he said later, 
“and here I was. this gloomy-looking 
creature. I almost didn't go to the au- 
dition, and when 1 did, all these blond 
Adonises were to the right and left of 
me. I looked like one of their agents!” 

The director Albert Lewin had 
just written and directed a suc- 
cessful transcription of Somerset 
Maugham’s The Moon and Six- 
pence, and he was given a large bud- 
get to make an opulent and literate 
version of Wilde’s novel, though 
critics objected to the many liberties 
that were taken with the story. The 
strict censorship of the time worked 
to some extent in the film's favour, 
making the suggestions of corrup- 


Hatfield's enigmatic, passive per- 
formance was given a mixed re- 
ception (one critic described his 
lack of facial animation to that of an 
actress playing Trilby while under 
the hypnotic spell of Svengato. Va- 
riety reported, "He plays it with lit- 
tle feeling, as apparently intended, 
and does it well . . . he's singularly 
Narcissistic all the way." The ma- 
jority felt that the actor’s immobile 
features and flat tones suggested the 
mixture of beauty and depravity 
called for, but although the film was 
a great success it felled to ignite Hat- 
field's film career. “The film didn’t 
make me popular in Hollywood,” he 
commented later. “It was too odd, too 
avant-garde, too ahead of its time.

the ACTOR Hurd Hatfield will 
always be associated with the film 
role that made him a star, that of the 
aesthetic young man who remains 
youthful through the years while a 
portrait of himself in the attic dis- 
plays the aberrations of his life, in 
MGATs film version of Oscar Wilde’s 
novel The Picture of Dorian Gray. 

He would later say. however, that 
the role was a curse as well as a 
blessing, for within five years he was 
appearing in B movies, and through- 
out the rest of his life he would be 
associated with that single role, de- 
spite a long and varied career in film, 

television and particularly theatre. 
“I have been haunted by The Picture 
o f Dorian Gray." he said. “New \brk, 
London, anywhere I'm making a per- 
sonal appearance, people will talk 
about other things but they always 
get back to Dorian Gray.'’ Coinci- 
dentally, until recently Hatfield's 
appearance remained "remarkably 
youthful, and he became accus- 
tomed to being asked if he kept a 
painting of himself in his attic. 

He was born William R ukar d 
Hurd Hatfield in New York City in 
1918. He won a scholarship to studv 
acting at Michael Chekhov s Dart- 
ington Hail company in Devon. Eng- 
land. and made his professional 
d6but in the spring of 1939 playing 
the Baron in scenes from The Lower 
Depths at the company’s theatre. 
Returning to the United States with 
Chekhov's company, he toured as Sir 
Andrew Aguecbeek in Twelfth Night, 
Caleb Plummer in Cricket on the 
Hearth, and Gloucester in King Lear, 
before making his Broadway debut 
as Kirilov in The Possessed (1939). 

This adaptation of several Dos- 
toevsky works into one sombre 
15-scene play ran for only 14 per- 
formances, with both the acting 
and Chekhov's direction deemed ex- 
cessively stylised. While the com- 
pany was playing on the West Coast 
Hatfield was signed by MGM and 
cast as Lao San in the studio’s 1944 
adaptation of Pearl Buck’s epic 
novel Dragon Seed, about the effect 
of Japanese invasion on a family 
of Chinese farmers. “That was

The Checkered 
Coat <1950, as a psychotic killer 
called Creepy) and Chinatown at 
Midnight (i960), he decided to return 
to the stage. 

In 1952 he appeared on Broadway 
as Dominic in Christopher Fry’s 
Venus Observed, directed by Lau- 
rence Oliviei; and the foil owing year 
played Lord Byron and Don Quixote 
in Tennessee Williams's Cam mo 
Real directed by Elia Kazan. He was 
Prince Paul in the Broadway pro- 
duction of Anastasia (1954), played 
the title role in Julius Caesar in the 
inaugural season of the American 
Shakespeare Festival at Connecticut, 
Stratford (1955) and appeared as 
Don John in John Gielgud’s leg- 
endary production of Much Ado 
About Nothing (1959). 

He occasionally returned to Hol- 
lywood, notably for two sexually am- 
bivalent roles: the epicene follower

In recent years he toured Germany. 
Northern Ireland. Latvia and Rus- 
sia in The Son of Whistler's Moth-

\hrk in connection with an exhibition 
of paintings by Albright (including 
Dorian Gray). 

A bachelor, Hurd Hatfield had 
lived for many years on an estate in 
Ireland (he also owned a house on 
Long Island ) . commuting for acting 
assignments. He recently stated 
that be had accepted his permanent 


association with the role of Gray, 
even though the film had for him 
been “a terrible ordeal in self- 
control, everything being so cere- 
bral”. He added, “But not many ac- 
tors are fortunate enough to have 
made a classic. One friend told 
me it’s a good thing I didn’t make 
Dracula and have my entire 
professional life dominated by that!”

Matt Gillies 


MATT GILLIES was as semin ally 
important to Leicester City during 
the 1960s as were his famous fellow 
Scots Matt Busbv and Bill Shankty to 
Manchester United and Liverpool. 

Certainly both held Gillies in im- 
mense esteem and believed he had 
deserved better than his single 1964 
League Cup triumph with the un- 
fashionable Foxes, so inspired was 
liis work. Indeed. Gillies transformed 
Leicester from a club which had yo- 
yoed dizzily between the First and 
Second Divisions during the second 
/^yialfofthe 1950s into one of the elite 
■fright's more solid citizens. 

Apart from that one trophy suc- 
cess. between 1961 and 1967 there 
were four top-eight League finish- 
es, the first European foray in the 
club's history, FA Cup Final ap- 
pearances in" 1961 and 1963 and a 
second League Cup Final outing 
in 1965. This was a rapturously 
impressive record. 

In personality. Gillies resembled 
the stately Busby more dosely than 
the abrasively excitable Shankty. 
Gentlemanly, unassuming and a

silver-tongued diplomat, he rejoiced 
in the respect of most players, pos- 
sessing the priceless knack - from 
Leicester’s viewpoint - of deflecting 
wage demands with pure charm, 
footballers left his office with smiles 
but with little extra in their pockets. 

He was a shrewd judge of raw tal- 
ent, too, a gift illustrated most vivid- 
ly by his assessment of the rookie 


Frank Mclintock. After an incon- 
clusive trial, the chib was about to 
reject the scrawny, Gorbals-raised 
teenager, but Gillies saw something 
in him others had missed. Mclintock 
stayed and matured into one of 
Leicester’s most influential per- 
formers^ going on to star for ArsenaL 

Gillies was a canny operator in the 
transfer market, his most vaunted 
transaction being the £7,000 acqui- 
sition of Gordon Banks, a youthful 
goalkeeper destined for greatness, 
from Chesterfield in 1959. There 
were other bargains, notably the 
Scottish play-maker Davie Gibson 
and the winger Mike Stringfeflow but 
he was not afraid to invest boldly ei- 
ther as he proved by paying FUIham 
a British record £150,000 fee for the 
marksman Allan Clarke in 1968. 

Indeed, Gillies was never less 
than decisive. Fbr instance, in 1961 
be astounded the soccer world by 
axing his prolific centre-forward, 
Ken Leek, for the FA Cup Final 
meeting with mighty Spurs, opting 
instead to field the inexperienced 
Hugh Mchmoyle. Six years later his 


faith in the unproven Peter Shilton 
prompted him to sell the world's best 
goalkeeper Banks, to Stoke City. 
Shilton went on to play more League 
games and make more appearances 
for England than anyone in the his- 
tory of the game. Finally, Gillies even 
left Leicester on a point of principle, 
resigning after the board had sacked 
his trusted coach, Bert Johnson, fol- 
lowing a lean spell of results which 
was to culminate in relegation. 

Though Gillies spent his working 
life in football in his teens he was 
bent on a career in medicine. His 
studies were interrupted by war and 
he became a navigator in RAF 
Bomber Command. Meanwhile he 
had emerged as a promising half- 
back and served Motherwell as an 
amateur before signing for Bolton 
Wanderers in 1942. After the conflict 
he broke into the Trotters' senior 
side at right half , then became a re- 
liable centre-half and captain before 
losing out to younger men. 

In January 1952 Gillies joined 
Leicester for £9,500 and was the reg- 
ular stopper in the side that lifted the 


Second Division Championship in 
1954. His playing days drew to a dose 
during the subsequent disappointing 
First Division campaign and in 1956. 
after contemplating a future in phys- 
iotherapy, he turned to coaching. 

Then, when David Halliday va- 
cated the boss’s chair in November 
1958. Gillies became caretaker man- 
ager, accepting the job permanent- 
ly two months later. Working dosely 
with Bert Johnson, he turned around 
the fortunes of the struggling First 
Division outfit, his success based on 
a formidably sound defence. 

The team reached its peak in 
1962/63 when, for a time, there was 
a possibility of the hallowed League 
and FA Cup double, and Leicester 
were favourites to win the Wembley 
meeting with Manchester United 
The following season brought com- 
pensation with a two -legged League 


season precipitated Johnson's dis- 
missal and the manager's departure. 

Towards the end of his Filbert 
Street tenure Gillies had become 
careworn and many were surprised 
when he took charge of Nottingham 
Forest then struggling near the 
foot of the First Division - though he 
remained at the City Ground for 
nearly four years, it proved an un- 
happy reign. The dub seemed intent 
on selling its best players, the re- 
placements proved inadequate and 
they were relegated in 1971/72. In Oc- 
tober 1972. with Forest doing poorly 
in the Second Division, Gillies re- 
signed It was a sadly anti-climactic 
ending to an accomplished career.

EMILIO FERMIN MIGNONE was at 
once a tower of strength and very 
fragile. Slightly hunched he had a 
quiet sense of humour in the con- 
tained fashion of lives tinged with 
tragedy. He was affable, knowled- 
geable and consistent in his speech 
in the style of most veteran lawyers. 

Argentina's constitutional pre- 
sent and its dictatorial past held for 
him a need to understand a political 
transition that he had accepted. But 
nobody understood how he had come 
to terms with it, except through his 
strong religious belief He lived and 
campaigned with his personal 
tragedy ever present: his daughter 
was abducted and became one of 
Argentina's thousands of “disap- 
peared" on 24 May 1976. She was a 
child psychologist working in a shan- 
ty town in the Flores area west of 
Buenos Aires. Her work was seen as 
subversive by the military dictator- 
ship that seized power that March. 

’hie obituaries in Argentina recall 
him as an institutional man-a dvil ser- 
vant in human rights. He founded the 
Centre for Legal and Social Studies 
(“Cels") in 1978, and became one of Ar- 
gentina's most notable and persistent 
human rights campaigners. He had 
begun his protest a g ainst the dicta- 
torship shortly after its installation, 
distributing his criticism to Buenos 
Aires newsrooms. His daughter had 
helped him deliver his circulars. 

There has to be some significance 
that be died at the British Hospital 
in Buenos Aires. As a member of the 
executive of the Article 19 human 
rights organisation in the late 1980s 
he enjoyed his brief visits to London 
and described it as the one city in the 
world where he felt at peace. 

Mignone began his working life as 
a lawyer and a teacher. Between 
1948 and 1952 he edited his home town 
newspaper. La Vbzde Lujan- ironi- 
cally during the government of Peron, 
who gagged all the Argentine press 
from the time he took office in 1946. 
Mignone. however, held a sympathy 
for Peronism's populist social welfare. 

He lived in Washington DC for a 
time in the mid-1960s, advising on ed- 
ucation at the Organisation of Amer- 
ican States. In 1968. he became 
undersecretary for education dur- 
ing the regime of General Juan Car- 
los Ongania, a small-time despot who 
is largely responsible for precipitat- 
ing Argentina into near civil war in 
the 1970s, but in whom Mignone saw 
a staunch Roman Catholic and a 
valid successor to Peronism. 

In June 1973, the elected Feronist 
government appointed him to head 
the national university of Lujan, a job 
he held until the coup. During the dic- 
tatorship he was a member of the ex- 
ecutive of the Permanent Assembly 
for Human Rights cAPDH) and was 
constantly followed and threatened 
by military security agents. In 1986 
he published his essay “Church and 
Dictatorship”, criticising the Church 
for supporting the military regime. 

In July 1985, during the trials of the 
military junta leaders, he told the for- 
mer dictators: “You took government 
with a plan to kidnap, torture and mur- 
der” The remark shattered the silence 
in the courtroom, and shook the lin- 
gering sense of fear in Buenos Aires.

BRACE YOURSELF for the Year of the 
Millennium - and for a twelvemonth 
of intensifying babble about the 
Dome! “Imagine What We Can Do 
Tbmorrow” was the slogan launched 
in the Christmas Eve advert for the 
£800m project, paid for by the Nation- 
al Lottery. It was a genuflection to the 
Dome's theme of Time, as were the 
Easter Island statues which figured 
prominently in its summary of world 
history since the last millennium. 

It was an unfortunate choice; the 
Easter Island statues witness to some 
centuries of genoridal warfare and eco- 
logical destruction even before they 
were "discovered”. More than that the 
rest of the “ millennial landmarks”, 
chosen by focus groups, are equally 
arbitrary or banal 

The Dome has attracted a certain 
bitchiness; especially sharp is the ep- 
ithet adapted from Susan Sontag, 
"Bad enough to be funny, but not bad 
enough to be fun”. Ouch! But the 
churches have perhaps been unwise 
in joining to the grumbling. For it 
uncannily recalls an earlier Dome 
Project in which the Jubilee of 1500 
was celebrated with similarly extrav- 
agant display. That too was paid for by 
the gullible, seeking time off from pur- 
gatory for cash. Indulgences -an out- 
come tax rather than an income tax- 
did for Christendom what the Poll 
Tax did for Margaret Thatcher For 
the 16th-century dome was the new St 
Peter's in Rome. 

Not that Protestants can afford to 
be smug about that The Archbishop 
OfYark moved on to dangerous ground 
with his complaint that the Dome is out

of keeping with Christian humility, baby 
Jesus, the manger eta Weft I love 'Kirk 
Minster but it bears few manger-like 
features, and not even Peter Mandelson 
would have aspired to the splendours 
of the archbishop's official residence. 

The problem is this, both Churches 
and Domers suffer the same propen- 
sity to deny the reality of power in 
history. So let’s take an alternative 
time- trip, starting from the hill in 
Greenwich above the Dome. Down the 
hiQ stands the Queen’s House, built by 
Inigo Jones for James I, the creator 
of Protestant Britain and perhaps the 
most theological British monarch. 
The English Bible rightly bears his 
name. He memorably engaged in 
learned dialogue with the Jesuit 
Henry Garnet, who had been tortured 
half to death for his alleged role in the 
Gunpowder Plot It’s rugged stuff, 
theology, when power is involved. 
Looming beside it is the double- 


domed perfection of Wren's Royal 
Naval Hospital. The need for it is plain 
from the nearby monument to Gener- 
al Wolfe. Victor of Quebec; be, Clive and 
others annexed a quarter of the globe 
in toe mid-18to century, but onty from 
the French, so no harm done But it was 
all done under cover of a rather noisy 
Protestantism. Yes, Ian Paisley is an 
historical relic, but he is a genuine one 
- these things once mattered. 

But toe conflicts of power had moved 
away from religion into the arena of eco- 
nomics. Beyond the river is the Isle of 
Dogs. Once its docks were central to 
the global wealth of die British Empire. 
That may have vanished but it is still 
a symbol of the secular nature of 
power in contemporary Britain. For 
standing like an exclamation mark 
over the new Docklands is the great 
tower of Canary Wharf. Here is the 
greatest concentration of the media in 
Britain, from the mighty Telegraph to 
the smaller but perfectly formed 
Independent Here also are merchant 
banks and advertising agencies 
through which pass financial flows 
which make millions of people richer, 
and other millions poorer This, rather 
than the Dome, is the symbol of our fu- 
ture world. Fbr here, without noise or 
movement, churns away all that melee 
of ambition and principle, ruthlessness 
and sympathy, greed and conviction 
that makes humanity what it is - and 
which tiie Dome so smugly masks. 

It is all much less religious than in 
previous eras -but not necessarity less 
moral. In the days when the Churches 
had real power; they responded to 
current exigencies no less ruthlessly 


than some tenants of Canary Wharf do 
now. This needs to be remembered 
now that the Churches are spectators 
trying to be referees. 

It is in response to that changed 
reality that the Churches have pro- 
duced a Millennium Resolution (see 
below) which has been widely mocked 
- for it fails to mention either God or 
that Jesus Christ who is supposedly 
the object of Millennial attention. But 
it is realistic to do so. The churches 
have planned numerous celebrations 
fbr the faithful of the 2.000th anniver- 
sary of the birth of Christ But the 
Resolution appeals to a universal 
audience, and gets it about right It has 
sharp convictions about shared values, 
and the right kind of humility in 
acknowledging that these are not the 
exclusive property of the Church. 

The stark fact is this. The coming 
Millennium will see a continuing decline 
in toe power of Ch urch- as- Referee. But 
society wiH negotiate its own deals with 
power, and will likely do so no worse 
than did Christendom, And, if Chris- 
tians will hold influence rather than 
enjoy privilege, that is witness enough 
to their faith. So take your time-tripin 
Greenwich Park and read toe church- 
es’ desire for the Mill ennium against 
the turbulent panorama below: 

Let there be 
Respect for the earth 
Peace for its people 
Love in our lives 
Delight in the good 
Forgiveness for past wrongs 
And from now on a new start.

Experts give their mark out of 10 



baroness perry, Conservative 

peer, former director of South 
Bank University and HMI (super- 
>7sor of teaching and administra- 
non in schools). Now president of 
Luqr Cavendish College Cam- 
bridge. Mark; 6 out of 10. 

“In higher education it's been a dis- 
aster I can’t tell you how angry I am 
with the Government Removing 
student maintenance grants and 
introducing a tuition fee has hit the 
most deprived people in society. The 
only people who got grants were the 
poorer students. For mature stu- 
dents like mine it's an unclimbable 
mountain. They’ve got to find an 
extra £6.000 a year. Very little of the 
fee money is coming in to improve 
universities. Overall, universities’ 
money has gone down by l per 
cent But I'm delighted to see more 
money going into further education. 
On schools, l welcome the propos- 
als for better induction for new 
teachers. But performance -re la ted 
pay is not appropriate for the teach- 
ing profession. I would like to see a 
much better pay scale for all teach- 
ers. but professional ways of weed- 
Jljg out the poor performers." 

TED YVRAGG, professor of educa- 
tion. University of Exeter. 

Mark: 9 out of 10. 

“It's had a very good year. It put 
£2,000 into each school for books, 
which was greatly needed, especially 
when you consider that a quarter of 
primary schools were spending £5 
or less per pupil per year on all 
books. The £5bn on school buildings 
is also significant. We’ve had 20 


years neglect of school buildings. Al- 
though there’s argument about how 
much money will really be available, 
it's clearly a far bigger sum for 
buildings than ever before. I think 
it's the first time a government has 
done that Reducing class sizes for 
younger age groups is a step in the 
right direction. The Green Paper on 
the teaching profession has a lot of 
good things in it. There are problems 
with performance-related pay. What 
stops the Government getting 10 out 
of 10 is the continuing emphasis from 
Downing Street on being tough, 
tough, tough on teachers. It is de- 
meaning to the profession. The 
other negative thing was the reap- 
pointment of Chris Woodhead, Chief 
Inspector of Schools, on a huge 
salary increase." 

E ETHAN MARSHALL, lecturer in 
education at King’s College Lon- 
don. Mark: 7-and-a-half out of 10. 
“The Government is still Ear too keen 
to tell teachers what to do. It has put 
considerably more money into 
schools than the Conservatives - and 
that's a good thing. And the Green 
Paper will produce bettor salaries for 
the vast majority of teachers. 

But the Government is still too 
prescriptive. I'm not sure it has yet 
got right the balance between sup- 
porting teachers and putting pres- 
sure on them. Chris Woodhead is still 
criticising teachers all the time. 
There is a crisis in recruitment and 
that has to do with status. And sta- 
tus is more than just money. You won't 
attract bright graduates if you're 
overly restrictive of the profession."

ALAN RYAN, warden of New Col- 
lege Oxford. Mark: 10 out of 10 for 
energy; 4 out of 10 for under- 
standing the subject matter. 

“If s very good at knowing that ed- 
ucation matters and knowing ifs 
scandalous if people can’t read or 
write by the age of 14. But it's still 
too attached to old-fashioned egal- 
itarian ideas and still too inclined to 
tzy to get its way by bullying people. 
There's too much naming and sham- 
ing; it’s too attached to the bullying 
habits of Chris Woodhead; there’s 


much too much emphasis on puni- 
tive measures against hopeless uni- 
versities. -And look at the way ifs 
setting about further education col- 
leges. Ifs all about control, punish- 
ment, inspection, telling people how 
to do things." 

SHEILA LAWLOR, director of Po- 
lite ia. Mark: 4 out of 10. 

“The plus side: the Government 
has kept Chris Woodhead and al- 
lowed him to continue to work for 
higher standards, challenging the 


professional interest groups. It is 
going to allow higher pay for better 
teaching. The minus side is greater. 
There is even more central direction 
of schools and teachers, and less re- 
spect for the professionalism of the 
teacher and the autonomy of the 
school than under the previous 
regime. Plans to abolish grant-main- 
tained schools despite their proven 
success suggest an ideological bias 
against autonomy. The assault on the 
good academic universities contin- 
ues, particularly in the case of high- 


er education minister Baroness 
Blackstone’s vindictive treatment of 
Oxford and Cambridge.” 

NIGEL DE GRUCHY, general sec- 
retary of the National Association 
of Schoolmasters Union ofWomen 
Teachers. Mark: 7 out of 10. 

“The White Paper on fairness at 
work and the Green Paper on teach- 
ers have enormous potential but we 
don’t know whaf s going to be de- 
livered. If they flop and we don’t get 
a successful outcome, then the 
marks would sink below five. We’re 
not in favour of performance-relat- 
ed pay for teachers. Tteachers should 
be rated for their skill, knowledge, 
and co mmi tment as opposed to the 
outputs - exam and test results, 
which are influenced by the teacher 
but over which the teacher has 
nowhere near total control.” 

LAURIE TAYLOR, writer and 
broadcaster and former professor 
of sociology at York University. 
Mark: 7 out of 10. 

“I've been pleased by the emphasis 
on further education, because for 
years further education has been 
underfunded and undervalued. Yet 
it is doing exactly what the Gov- 
ernment wants in bringing education 
and training to more people. I’m very 
worried about the failure to recog- 
nise that new universities are dis- 
criminated against in the university 
hierarchy. I dislike the way this 
Government treats the universities 
as a level playing field, when new 
universities are also doing the func- 
tion of many colleges of further ed- 


ucation, taking people in and pro- 
viding access, working out ways of 
providing courses with less re- 
sources than other universities. No 
measure of value added has been de- 
veloped to right the balance."

Mark: 8 out of 10. 

“Well-meaning, smart in appear- 
ance, very good when it comes to for- 
mal events, guaranteed to say tb?

Vvl-I 
probably be facing problems from 
some delinquents in the far comers 
of the classroom f grammar school 
backwoodsmen).

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Meaty, Beatty, big 
and flouncy 

Annette Bening should have had enough successful lead roles by now to convince us that she’s a 
star in her own right. But then somebody has to go and bring up Warren. .. By Jeff Dawson 


W oody Allen once 
joked that if he 
were reincar- 
nated, he'd came 
back as Wjarren 
Beatty's finger- 
tips. So if you're Annette Bening, 
Beatty’s not-quite-so-famous other 
half; you run the risk of always being 
seen in the context erf a notorious hus- 
band - the woman who tamed Tin- 
seltown's greatest playboy. And that’s 
a shame, because the “stunning ac- 
tress and superb wiggler”, as the ven- 
erable critic Pauline Kael once 
described ben is a serious performer 
in her own right 

“When you’re famous, you become 
the object of people's projections and 
it doesn't have a lot to do with you." 
she diuckles. “I mean, sometimes peo- 
ple think certain things that are, in fact 

true; sometimes they’re not What am 
I gonna do? Go on every talk show and 
straighten everybody out about who 
I really am and what our relationship 
is really about and who tamed who?" 

Not that it’s a bad way to be per- 
ceived - “If I were maligned, maybe 
it would be harden but people are 
nice” - it's just that Bening could not 
be further removed from a vamp if she 
tried. Her voice may have that Kath- 
leen Itirner-ish husk to it. but her elfin 
charm is for more that of Sydney 
Wade, the bumble do-gooder she 
played in The American President - 
the one who had an illicit liaison with 
the Chief Executive before such 
things became fashionab le. 

Havin g kids means Bening doesn’t 
work nearly as much as she might 
Turning 40 this year has also put her 
at that “difficult” age when Hollywood 
consigns its leading ladies to the 
scrapheap. In which case, her new 
film. The Siege, in which she is surly 
and unscrubbed as a CIA agent 
(opposite Denzel Washington’s FBI 
chief), is a bold venture. “It’s not a ro- 
mantic part, it’s not a mother, it’s not 
a sister, it's not a daughter; 1 ' she 
says. “It’s a woman who is flawed and 
has secrets and who’s made bad 
choices and with all these complica- 
tions. That was unusual” 

The Siege is certainly unusual. 
Coming from Ed Zwick, creator of ftir- 
ty something and director of thought- 
ful military epics such as Glory and 
Courage Under Fire, this film also has 
a political slant- what happens when 
martial law is declared in the Big Apple 
after a terrorist bombing spree. Being 
Hollywood, the terrorists are Arab 
extremists, though the film attempts 
to raise questions about inherent 
prejudice against Arabs and Mus- 
lims (who are not necessarily one and 
the same) . Like most Hollywood big- 
guns, Bening is a Democratic 
fundraiser, but she’s refreshingly cyn- 
ical especially when it comes to US 
foreign policy. “It’s just so touchy to 
talk about any of this in the USA. It’s 
almost impermissible 

When trailers for the film appeared 
in the US, juxtaposing images of 
prayers at mosques with New York 
City buses blowing up, Arab groups 
were not best pleased “That's a le- 
, gitimate complaint” admits Bening.

“That’s marketing. That's scary when 
you really think about it Is that what 
sells a movie? The movie's not anti- 
Arab. I wouldn't have done it 
if it was. listen, it’s such a terribly, ter- 
ribly serious subject I don't mean to 
make tight of it but political correct- 
ness is deadly. The movie, I hope, 
makes people think more carefolly 
about sin glin g out an ethnic group. 1 ' 

By the time the film opened in the 
US, noble intentions undone with 
the sight of General Bruce Willis 
gleefully duffing up the terrorists, 
Arab groups began to picket cinemas. 
The same questions will inevitably 
be raised here. 

“Do Islamic extremists exist in 
the world? Yes. Is it fair to put them 
in the movies? Yes. Is it good to gen- 
eralise? No,” insists Bening. “There 
is anti-Arab sentiment in this country. 
It's almost still politically acceptable 
in a way that it isn't in other groups. 
I hope the movie talks about that” 

It's all a long way from Kansas, 


where Bening was born, or San Diego, 
where she grew up. After starting out 
as a dancer, she went to theatre 
school in San Francisco, evolving into 
a stage actress who supplemented 
theatre woritwito TV work, before end- 
ing up in the John Candy/Dan Aykroyd

film The Great Outdoors. Next was 
Vaimcmt. and though Milos Forman’s 
film fared worse than Stephen Rears’ 
rival Dangerous Liaisons, for which 
she had also auditioned Frears kept 
her in mind for The Grifters, which 
garnered her a Best Supporting 
Actress Oscar nomination. Then came 


her fateful meeting with Beatty. 

Casting around for a lesser-known 
actress for the flashy gangster epic, 
Bugsy, Bening was courted by Beat- 
ty, in both senses of the word Despite 
keeping their affair quiet, however, 
Bening soon announced that she was 
pregnant and the pair got married in 
time for the 1992 Oscars which didn't, 
as predicted yield a clutch of awards 
for her husband Still they were feted 
as Hollywood royalty, Tinseltown mar- 
velling at how the ageing Lothario, 
who had dated most of his leading 
ladies, and a fair few more besides - 
Leslie Caron, Joan Collins, Natalie 
Wood Julie Christie, Britt Eld and 
Diane Keaton and Madonna - had 
been brought to heeL 

Their next movie was the cloying 
Love Affair, which flopped badly, 
putting a significant dent in Beatty's 
viability as a leading man, although 
Bening bounced back with The Amer- 
ican President Pregnancies have 
cost Bening the Catwoman part in 


Batman Forever , Demi Moore’s role 
in Disclosure and a role in What 
Dreams May Come. 

The couple's chDdren- Isabel (11 
months), Ben (three) and Kathlyn 
(five) - have not completely domi- 
nated proceedings, though. Next 
comes American Beauty with Kevin 
Spacey a version of Hedda Gabler on 
stage, and Neil Jordan’s Blue Vision, 
soon to be released 
“I'm lucky, because I get to do 
other things, rm an actress. HZ was 
not able to have something separate 
from my husband and my children. I 
would be one of those women with pis- 
tols to their heads, or I would be in an 
asylum, or I would be having a nervous 
breakdown, or I would be an alcoholic, 
or I would be depressed” 

Fortunately, she has one very big 
fan. “yfeah, Warren’s very proud of 
me,” she says.

Paul 
MeGuigan’s 
triptych of films 
adapted from 
stories by Irvine Welsh arrive like 
gatecrashers at a hogmanay do, 
the sort whose eye you’d rather 
not catch: raucous, tattooed, beery- 
breathed, radge (mad. in the local 
vernacular), though not without a 
certain profane vitality and wit. 
McGuigan has the unenviable 
task of following Trainspotting, 
Danny Boyle's high-profile adapta- 
tion of Welsh's first book, an instant 
cult hit whose inventiveness still - 
reverberates through British cine- 
ma. Even the orange-and-black 
livery of that film’s promotional 
poster bears an unforgettable icono- 
graphic integrity. 

Confronted with largely the same 
milieu - the strugglers and strag- 
glers of drab, lowlife Edinburgh - 
McGuigan has taken a sensible de- 
cision not to show off. Nothing in The 
Acid House matches the arresting 
visual cadenza of Ewan McGregor 
taking a nosedive into a toilet bowl, 
i yet there is a measure of Trainspot- 
ting's derange d black comedy, 
scabrous banter and sudden vio- 
lence. Regarding the last of these, 
it's well nigh impossible to watch the 
volcanic unpleasantness of Larry 
(Gary McCormack) raging through 
the middle story. “A Soft Touch”, and 
not be reminded of the bantam ag- 
gression of Robert Carlyle's Begbie 
from the earlier film. It’s the most 
realistic segment of the trio, relat- 
ing the trials of Johnny (Kevin McK- 
idd), left to mind his infant daughter 
^twhile his sluttish wife Catriona

(Michelle Gomez) moves upstairs to 
service the noisy lust of his perox- 
ide-yob neighbour; Larry Having had 
his video and television appropriat- 
ed by the rutting couple, the hapless 
cuckold suffers the final indignity of 
seeing a hole poked through his ceil- 
ing, swiftly Mowed by Larry lead- 
ing an extension cable to a plug point 
in his living room: now he's stealing 
his electricity. 

This anecdote of domestic rup- 
ture vigorously underlines the basic 
pessimism of Welsh's writing in 
that it portrays compassion as a 
weakness. Johnny learns nothing 


from his humiliation; his rhang** of 
heart at the story’s end is not hu- 
mane, just a reaffirmation that he 
will forever be a "soft touch”. Not like 
Boab (Stephen McCole), subject of 
the first story, “The Gran ton Star 
Cause”; he, too, endures one mor- 
tification after another - dropped 
from the football team, dumped by 
his girlfriend, fired from his job and 
booted from the familial hearth by 
his parents - but, instead of crum- 
pling under adversity an encounter 
with “God” in a pub alters his whole 
perspective. “Ah’m gaurmymakeye 
look- like the dirty, lazy pest thit ye - 


are,” God tells him, and promptly 
turns Boab into a fly. What follows 
is Metamorphosis crossed with a 
sick revenge fantasy: it feels char- 
acteristic of Welsh’s sardonic hu- 
mour that Boab discovers how 
“eating shit” - his metaphorical lot 
as a human - can be turned to phys- 
ical advantage as an insect 
McGuigan uses harsh colour and 
distorting angles to convey the antic 
and somewhat feral turn of Welsh’s 
ima gina tion, though certain pas- 
sages that fly off the page fail to 
tweak the funny bone in the same 
way on screen. When Boabis caught 


vandalising a phone-box, for in- 
stance, be is hauled into the cells and 
given a savage doing over by a po- 
lice sergeant The reason? The po- 
liceman is a British Telecom 
shareholder as he subsequently ex- 
plains to Boab: “Ye ken, it jist goes 
tae show ye the effectiveness ay they 
privatisation policies. Ah would nivir 
huv reacted like that if ye had 
smashed up a phone-box when they 
were nationalised.” The sudden 
change of register from demotic to 
officialese which is effected so wit- 
tily in prose seems cumbersome 
(and not very amusing) in the film. 


Welsh's sentences aren't exactly 
resistant to screen translation; it’s 
just that their music goes missing. 
This is further evidenced in the 
concluding story, another grotesque 
fantasia of displacement in which a 
football hooligan named Coco 
(played with maniacal abandon by 
Ewen Bremner) has a supercharged 
arid trip on tee night of a violent elec- 
trical storm and winds up trapped 
in the body of an infant newly bom 
to a middle-class couple (Jemma 
Redgrave and Martin Climes). Coco 
lies helpless in a hospital bed, his re- 
sponses apparently regressing to the 


level of a new-born baby. Again, 
Welsh’s comedy of language - a 
bairn who talks in the broken glass 
accent of a Hibs supporter - is ren- 
dered too explicitly as a body-swap 
nightmare, with a Chucky doll per- 
forming the role of demon baby. R 
encapsulates the problem which a 
book like The Acid House presents 
to the filmmak er While Paul 
MeGuigan's adaptation thrums with 
a sort of gleeful disgust, it feels oddly 
compromised, and says little about 
the druggy squalor of Edinburgh’s 
low-rent hinterland that Trainspot- 
ting hasn’t already covered.

fects, but as long as you don’t 
mind the formula - confronta- 
tion with a race of tyrannical 
expansionists, Picard and his 
crew put to the test, edifying 
spectacle of multiracial har- 
mony re-established - it makes 
for an amiable, undemanding 

entertainment. 

This time the plot concerns 
a rural utopia where the Baku 
lead a life of nouveau-hippie 
contentment. It’s like Balm 
Springs without the zimmer 
frames, for the Baku inhabit an 
atmosphere that reverses the 
ageing process. Under the pre- 
tence of a cultural survey, a hos- 
tile tribe called theSon’aaimto 
get their arthritic hands on a 
piece of this age-free paradise, 
thus ensuring their own long- 
evity and sparing their leaden 
Ru'afo, whose skin is as grey 
and wrinkly as an elephant's 
backside, the inconvenience of 
another facelift Naturally. Pi- 
card comes to the rescue of the 


beautiful people, and indeed 
finds his heart captured by a 
Ba’ku woman, Anjj (Donna 
Murphy), despite her being 
more than 300 years old. 

Directed by Jonathan 
Frakes, (he film occasionally 
takes a time-out from the 
earnest cosmic hand-wringing 
for some light-hearted ftm. I en- 
joyed the moment when Picard 
and the Enterprise's whey- 
faced android Data (Brent 
Spiner) did an impromptu duet 
from Gilbert and Sullivan, 
though for all it added to the plot 
it might as well have been 
Gilbert and George. Stewart re- 
tains a suave authority as Pi- 
card, and F Murray Abraham 
as Ru’afo glowers convincing- 
ly beneath his latex m ask. How 
much longer the film-makers 
will continue remaking (Hiss 
space-age morality play is un- 
certain, though I can imagine 
it outstripping the lifespan of 
your average Ba’ku. 


Frangois Ozon’s debut fea- 
ture, Sitcom, is a heavy-handed 
French force that will irk or en- 
chant according to taste.

Chess

The Hastings International Chess 
Congress started on Tliesday with 
a bloodthirsty round in which three 
of the five games were decisive. 

Hie drawing of lots, which de- 
termines the draw for the whole 
tournament had taken place in the 
bar of the venue, the Cinque Forts 
Hotel (01424-439222) on Monday 
evening. The arrangement is some- 
what complex but does have the 
effect that the top half- in this case 
numbers 1 to 5, have an extra White, 
while the bottom half have (the 
alleged disadvantage oO an extra 
Black. As a result on Monday No 1 
Ponomariov played No 10 Plaskett, 
I No 2 played No 9 Shipov and con- 
tinuing in the same way there were 
MQesv Sadler; Fressinetv Salter and 
Sokolov v Emms. 

The tournament was officially 
opened by the local MB Michael Fos- 
ter; who later performed the highly 
important function of starting the 
ckx±5. As is traditional, the very first 
move was also ceremonial, with 
the Mayor of Hastings, Godfrey 
Daniel attempting li3 for Tony 
Miles against Matthew Sadler. 
Miles, however: corrected this to the 
English Opening l.c4 and they drew 
quite quickly. 

All the other games went the 
distance. I got a reasonable position 
against Shipov but allowed some 
tactics to reach a worse endgame 
and was squeezed. Fressinet 
eventually drew with Salter after 
pressing and Ponomariov, as is his 
wont won a long technical battle 
against Plaskett But the game of the 
day was definitely Ivan Sokolov’s 


violent victory against John Emms.

POKER 

David Spanier 


ITS THE time of New Year resolu- 
tions and all that I have often set 
myself good resolutions in the past 
- such as: don’t play when drunk; 
don't play for more than you can 
afford; don't lend money at the 
table. And 1 have more or less kept 
to them. Interestingly, 1 find that 
these three conditions are likely to 
be broken simultaneously, rather 
than any one on its own. 

In the old days, the traditional 
advice to new poker players was 
threefold. L Don't play anyone with 
a diamond stick-pin. 2. Don't buy 
insurance from a man called Doc. 
3. Don't play two small pairs in draw 
poker 

1 wonder if this advice might be 
updated for our own times? l. Don't 
listen to horse-race tips at the table. 
2. Never bluff a man with a higher 
stack 3. Don't play short pairs at 
Hold ’em. If you dismiss this advice 
as shallow, just think how much 
money you would have saved last 
year by observing these rules. 

All of which leads me to raise the 
basic question: why do you play 
poker? I mean, really, why? It's not 
for money. If you play in a card dub, 
for an average, say, of four hours a 
day, five days a week, with a table 
charge of £5 an hour your annual 
outgoings amount to £5,200, not 


counting tips to waitresses for cups 
of tea and to doormen for parking. 

Most players of my acquaintance 
haven't got the faintest chance of 
winning £5,200 in the year. Granted, 
a few people do. But for the vast 
majority, I think you will agree, the 
answer is no way. They win a bit or 
even a lot; and feel great and then 
lose it back, and feel miserable. 

It is entirely different in a private 
game among friends, where the 
money goes around the table in a 
spirit of give and take, and there is 
no table charge. 

So. if it's not the money, what is 
the motive? I think the answer is 
that poker is so fascinating that it 
is completely justified for its own 
sake. Each hand, each deal, offers 
a new challenge. Secondly, the inter- 
play of character is endlessly ab- 
sorbing. Better, I sometimes feel, 
than going to the theatre, because 
at poker you can sit down or get out 
as and when you feel like it 

And thirdly, the social mix. The 
game offers the chance to meet all 
sorts of people in that curious 
middle-ground that exists between 
close friendship and casual ac- 
quaintance. So ray toast for 1999 is 
for more poker, win or lose - though 
I must admit if you press me, that 
winning is better than losing.
